The St. Louis metropolitan 

area is falling behind compet- 
ing areas, the Metropolitan St. 
‘Louis Survey asserted yester- 
day in a report showing that 
the jumble of 149 local govern- 
mental units in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county has helped to 
obstruct provision of services 
essential to development of the 
entire community. 

The report described unplan- 
ned growth, unreasonable dis- 
parities in services provided by 
neighboring municipalities, 
harmful competition among 
communities for tax resources, 
the financial weakness of small 
school districts, and the scram- 
bled arrangement of school dis- 
trict boundaries which results 
in unequal education opportu- 
nities for children even though 
they live in the same munici- 
pality. 

The lack of rapid transit fa- 
cilities and the insufficiency of 
major traffic arteries were cited 
as examples of inadequacy in 
vital services. The deficiency is 
due in part to absence of any 
single governmental agency 
with authority sufficient to do 
the job, the survey reported. 

Eight-State Area Involved. 
Missouri and the eight other 

states in the St. Louis labor 
market and trade area have 
been slow to industrialize. If 
the St. Louis metropolitan area 
is to remain a community where 
people prosper, the survey 
warned, it must overcome this 
regional drag and foster an en- 
vironment attractive to indus- 


tries. 

Getting down to dollars and 
cents, the report brought out 
that residents of St. Louis re- 
ceive more municipal sefvices 
than do moést residents of the 
county without paying higher 
taxes. It noted that 46 county 
municipalities function without 
a single full-time employe. 

Incorporation and annexation 
no longer offer adequate solu- 
tions to metropolitan problems, 
the survey asserted. But its 85- 
page preliminary report made 
no specific recommendations 
for governmental reorganiza- 
tion. These are to be drafted 
next July after further research. 
Meanwhile, facts gathered up 
to this point are being present- 


ed to se as the basis for 
public discussion. 
The survey, termed “the 


most adequately financed and 
staffed metropolitan study of 
its kind ever undertaken in the 
United States,” has been under 
way since last May. It Was or- 
ganized by St. Louis and Wash- 
ington Universities whith ob- 
tained $300,000 in grantg to fi- 
nance a thorough study of gov- 
ernmental problems of the St. 
Louis area in order to deter- 
mine the best means of devel- 
oping co-operation between city 
and county. 

Thg survey May serve as a 
guide for other metropolitan 
areas. 

Six Key Shortcomings. 

Study of the data already in 
hand shows six principal weak- 
nesses stemming from the com- 
plex governmental pattern in 
the St. Louis city-county area, 
the report stated. These short- 
comings were described as fol- 
lows: 

Wide disparity exists 
within this area in both the 
number and the extent of

Of 355,123 persons who took

in Europe, Erich Ollenhauer is in Washington talking of a,doctrine for 
Germany hitherto strictly ruled out of the framework of American policy. 
Head of the Social Democratic party in West Germany, second in 

size only to the Christian Democrats, Ollenhauer will challenge Chancellor 


Konrad Adenauer in the election next September. 


And he will challenge 


‘Der Alte’’—"‘The Old One’’ as Adenauer is lovingly called—directly on the 
issue of reunification of the two Germanys within the framework of a com- 
mon European defense system guaranteed by both the United States and 


the Soviet Union. 

Ollenhauer and his party advanced this 
proposal two years ago, It has exerted 
an ever wider attraction for the people 
of West Germany, who know that an up- 
rising in East Germany like that of June, 
1953, could trigger a new war, fought with 
far greater destructiveness and with Ger- 
many again a battleground, So strong is 
the appeal of the Socialist proposal that 
the party is given a good chance of win- 
ning despite the personal appeal of Ade- 
nauer. The venerable chancellor, who will 
visit Washington in May, is modifying his 
own views toward greater tolerance for 
the concept of a neutral Germany. 


So are top policy-makers here. At first 
they were reluctant even to talk with Ol- 
lenhauer, since this would seem to sanc- 
tion his stand and weaken Adenauer’s po- 
sition. Ollenhauer will see Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles on Monday and 
he will return for a day from Canada for 
a talk with President Eisenhower. 


“It seems to us,” Ollenhauer said in an 
interview with the Post-Dispatch giving 
the views of his party, “that it is demand- 
ing the impossible of the Soviet Union to 
agree to a united Germany becoming a 
NATO partner. Neither can the West 
agree to the whole of Germany falling 
prey to Communist rule. So long as these 
positions remain, a genuine relaxation of 
tension is impossible. A way out, we be- 
lieve, can be found only if the four big 
powers can agree on the international 
military status of a United Germany as a 
preliminary to further settlements. The 
essence of such an agreement, as We see 
it, is that an all-German government must 
be prevented from joining either of the 
two military camps now existing.” 

OLLENHAUER CONCEDES that the 
chief objection to his proposal is that it 
would mean the neutraljation of Germany 
and that an agreement reached by the four 
powers to this effect would be an infringe- 
ment on the sovereign decision of a free 
government, 


“But Germany ifs neutralized today in 
the worst manner,” he says. “We are in 
both parts dependent on the two opposed 
military systems. They cannot move with- 
out involving the great powers and thereby 
perhaps precipitating a world conflict.” 

Asked what major points of foreign 
policy he would substitute for the policy 
of the Adenauer government, Ollenhauer 
replied: 

“First and most important, I would 
follow an active policy on re-unifica- 
tion of the twe Germanys as I have 
many times stated. 

“It is almost equally important to de- 
velop better diplomatic relations with 
the Soviet Union, Chine and the satel- 
lite countries. It is our opinion that 
trade treaties with these countries should 
be negotiated at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 

“We stand for energetic implementa- 
tion of European unity. We want Eu- 
rope to be a viable community. To 
achieve this objective, Europe must not 
be regarded solely under military as- 
pects. It is a political and secial prob- 
lem te strengthen the European bonds 
and te this task the labor movement 
has lent its support. 

“We would undertake te bring about 
eloser contacts with the Asian nations. 

“But what we chiefly advocate is a 
security system for Europe under United 
Nations auspices. This would provide 
arbitration fer the peaceful settlement 
eof differences. It would plan for the 
limitation and contrel ef armaments 
within the territory covered. There must 
be no vete by any participant in this 
security system. It would be guaranteed 
by beth the Seviet Union and the Unit- 
ed States.”

political campaign,” -Ollenhauer says. 
“The German people are much opposed 
to conscription. They are afraid that it 
will bring back the evils of the past.” 

In the nearly 12 years since the end 
of World War II the German people have 
worked hard and long. Organized labor 
has pressed few demands. There have 
been virtually no strikes. The pay for a 
48-hour week has been considerably lower 
than in the rest of Europe. This is one of 
the principal reasons for the amazing 
German recovery, with production today 
100 per cent above the prewar level. 

As Ollenhauer now sees it, the time has 
ccme for sharing more widely the fruits of 
this prosperity. 

“We will campaign for social justice 


and particularly for a fairer distribution | 


of the tax burden. We are for improved 
living standards and for widespread social 
reforms. We want to initiate a housing 
program on a much broader basis, even 
though it is true that more living space 
has been built in Germany than in almost 
any other European country. 


“WE WILL FAVOR BETTER conditions 
for research and for the development of 
scientists and the expanded training of 
students in our universities. 

“We do not speak of the nationalization 
of industry, but of socialization. We would 
socialize the basic industries of coal and 
steel. That has long been a part of the 
socialist program. How far we would go 
in this direction wfl depend, of course, 
on how large is the victory of our party. 
If we were part of a coalition government, 
then we would be prepared to make com- 
promises.” 

The Ollenhauer program will appeal 
to the German electorate because it seems 
to hold out hope of an end to the era of 
austerity and tension. This is the Ade- 
nauer era, over which the venerable chan- 
cellor has presided with benign authority. 

But the hold that Adenauer has cannot 
be discounted. At 81, still vigorous and 
hale, a devout Roman Catholic, he is the 
kind of symbol—the pater familias—the 
German people have always loved. He is 
also a shrewd politician who has again 
and again shown that he knows how to 
deflate his opponents and offer an attrac- 
tive substitute for whatever political 
wares they are advertising. So while all 
the speculation is to the effect that the 
Christian Democratic party cannot win an 
outright victory and can at best be part 
of a coalition in a new government, this 
is not a foregone conclusion. 

Adenauer’s party has been increasingly 
a handicap to him. A moderate faction 
would encourage the kind of reforms 
which many of the German people want 
after their grinding years of toil. But the 
influence of the Rhineland industrialists, 
who want to sit tight and build up the 
business boom, has grown greater. 

One of the fascinating. psychological 
factors in the new Germany is the 
closeness of the link with the United 
States.

OLLENHAUER: Pacifist-Patriot

HORT, stocky Erich Ollenhauer is the spokesman for West Germany's So- 
cialist party. In this capacity he is the voice of millions of Germans who 
fee] that Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s policies are too rigid to permit 


any solution of the present stalemate. 


The attraction that Ollenhauer ex- 


erts is a curious compound of patriot-— 


ism and pacifism. He seems to offer a 
way to bring the 17,000,000 East Ger- 
mans back into the Fatherland and this 
stirs the heart of every patriotic Ger- 
man, 

Born on March 27, 1901, in Magde- 
burg, Ollenhauer was too young to have 
known much at first hand about World 
War I. He worked briefly beginning in 
1919 as a reporter on the daily news- 
paper Volksstimme. Then in 1921 he 
began his climb in the bureaucracy of 
the Social Democratic party. For seven 
years he was editor of a youth magazine 
of the Socialist youth organization. In 
1933 he became a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the party. 

While there were extremist factions 
in the party, it was in the moderate 
pattern of the Socialist parties of Swe- 
den, Norway and Denmark, that is to 
say it was reformist rather than revo- 
lutionary. This was one reason why 
the Communists in the late ‘twenties 
and early ‘thirties fought the Social 
Democrats with more savage zeal than 
they did the Hitlerites, 


FROM BOTH THE VIOLENT left 
and the violent right the socialists were 
attacked. One of the principal victims 
was Dr. Kurt Schumacher, who spent 
many years in Nazi concentration 
camps. He emerged broken in body, 
but fierce in spirit to forge the Social 
Democratic party anew in 1946 with 
Ollenhauer as his chief Neutenant. 
When Schumacher died in August, 
1952, as a result of the suffering and 
torture he hdd endured, his lieutenant 
took over.

“WE ARE IN FAVOR of protecting 
and furthering private initiative in our

fills its task in the interest of the na- 
tional economy as a whole. 

“We believe it to be in the best in- 
terest of a truly democratic develop- 
ment of our country that social and 
economic justice prevails because in 
our opinion the stability of democracy 
very largely depends on granting such 
social justice.” 

He is al stressing the gulf that 
separates the socialism of his party from 
Communism. The last thing his party 
wants, he says, is the kind of “state

The diary of Col. Edward House re- 


vealed the nervous frustration of the

“Wilson was insistent that he would not 
allow it (Germany's defiance) to lead to 
war if it cculd possibly be avoided. We 
sat listless. The President nervously ar- 
ranged his books and walked up and down 
the floor. He had finished the discussion 
within half an hour and there was noth- 
ing more to say. 

“Mrs. Wilson spoke of golf and asked 
whether I thought it woul look bad if the 
President went on the links.

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Time Is Wasting 


Congressman Richard Bolling of Kansas City 
is one of the abler members of the Missouri 
delegation in Congress, yet he is unfortunately 
not well known on this side of the state. It 
was, therefore, a happy thought of the Mississip- 
pi Valley Association to invite him to address 
its annual meeting here last week. 

As was to have been expected of him, Con- 
gressman Bolling had something worthwhile to 
say to his audience. He came to grips with a 
subject that Missouri officials have noticed all 
too little, namely, the decrease in the percentage 
of the nation’s population living in the states 
which make up the Mississippi Valley. 

The Kansas City Congressman referred to the 
great growth of the river valley in industry and 
commerce in the past and then went on to show 
that when compared with the growth of other 
areas current development is much less im- 
pressive. 

This relative decline is in the face of the fact 
that Missouri and the other valley states have 
in generous supply, as Mr. Bolling put it, an 
indispensable resource that is becoming scarcer 
and scarcer in many other regions. This indis- 
pensable resource is water. Its wise use, as the 
Kansas City Congressman sald, is a major re- 
sponsibility of all who live in the region.

Former Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, now pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce of Metropol- 
itan St. Louis, spoke on the Missouri aspects of 
this regional problem at Jefferson City. He 
urged that rural areas of Missouri be built 
up with new industries and commended the 
work to this end, being done on meager funds, 
y the Missouri Division of Resources and 

velopment. 


Later in the week Mr. Kaufmann proposed, at 
the annual meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, that the Meramec river basin be devel- 
oped as a vacation-tourist-recreation area as an 
attraction for living in this area. He also spoke 
of the flood control and water storage uses of a 
series of dams in the Meramec valley. 

These plans for the Meramec need to be pre- 
sented in much more detail before an informed 
judgment can be attempted. It is too soon either 
to approve or to reject them: But the underlying 


idea is sound, namely, that Missourians must do ~ 


some hard, solid thinking about their future. 
They have already let too much of the 10-year 


period between the 1950 and 1960 censuses pass 


without tackling the problem.

To quote some figures wé have printed before, 
Missouri stands thirtieth in rate of growth since 
1950. Our percentage is 7.6 per cent as against 
a national average population growth of virtually 
11 per cent. We cannot expect to grow as fast as 
Florida and California, but there hardly seems 
to be a good reason why our rate of growth 
should be less than in Kansas, Montana and 
Wyoming, to mention three states at random. 


The State Division of Resources and Develop- 
ment has just compiled a report for 1956 that 
shows the addition of 81 new manufacturing in- 
dustries in Missouri, employing more than 3000 
new workers with added annual wages of nearly 
$10,000,000. We are convinced that the transpor- 
tation equipment, machinery, primary metals, 
food products, chemical and other new indus 
tries will be glad they have chosen Missouri. 
Doubtless they will be factors in developing still 
other new industries. 

But much more can and ought to be done, as 
former Mayor Kaufmann, Congressmen Bolling 
and Karsten and others will agree. Since the 
problem is regional, Missouri can play the role 
of the good neighbor by inviting Iowa, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas and the other 
states that border us to join in a combined 
analysis of the problem. Gov. Blair can make up 
for lost time and we hope that he will do it. 
For still more time is wasting!

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Cloud on the Crusade 


The resignation under fire of Robert Tripp 
Ross as Assistant Secretary of Defense blows 
another cloud over that moral crusade in which 
the Eisenhower Administration was going to 
“clean up” Washington. 

Mr. Ross's case involves alleged conflict of 
interest. He first took a leave of absence after 
congressional investigators disclosed that his 
wife's clothing firm had won an $834,150 Army 
contract. Now he has resigned. 

Many facig about the Ross case remain to be 
cleared up. For example, the investigators found 
that his wife's firm, Wynn Enterprises, and the 
affiliated Southern Athletic Ce. ef Knoxville, 
Tenn., gained more and more military business 
after Mr. Ross joined the Defense Department. 

Mr. Ross denied he had helped these com- 
panies in his official eapacity. Then he told Sen- 
ate investigators it had “slipped his mind” that 
he had arranged a meeting for his industrialist 
brother-in-law with a Marine Corps general. He 
said he severed his connections with the two 
companies in 1952. When it was found that 
Southern Athletic still listed him as a vice pres- 
ident in 1955, he said this was a “terrible error.” 

That much was known, however, when Mr. 
Ross took his leave of absence. What, then, 
caused him to resign? In the interim a Senate 
committee received new information, as yet un- 
disclosed, and questioned Mr. Ross. Then he 
left office, saying: “I feel that my future effec- 
tiveness in my position... 


numerous press stories... . ” 

Two things may be said of this. One is that 
Mr. Ross can hardly make the press the cause 
of his resignation or his difficulties. His own 
conduct alone is responsible. In addition, his 
resignation hardly clears up the case, but only 
stresses the need for a full investigation and 
disclosure of the facts. The Senate committee 
ought to tell the public what is discovered. 

The nation has seen too many similar inci- 
dents in which the Administration allowed resig- 
nations to close out cases involving impropriety 
in government. Mr. Ross, in fact, rates well 
down the list where rank or position are con- 
cerned. For the list includes former Secretary of 
the Air Force Talbott, former Interstate Com- 


merce Commission Chairman Cross, former Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Chairman Howrey, for- 
mer General Services Administrator Mansure, 
former Public Housing Administrator Strobel 
and former Republican National Committee 
Chairman Roberts. ‘ 

This is an impressive list of high officials 
volved in use of public position for personal 
gain and favoritism. But beyond accepting their 
resignations, usually with congratulations, the 
Eisenhower Administration did nothing to en- 
force a code of conduct or to clear the moral 
atmosphere, What now, crusaders? 
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Israel's Responsibility 


~ If the leaders of Israel wish to preserve the 


sympathy and good will they have enjoyed up 
to now, they will abandon their effort to impose 
gpsolute conditions for witkdeawal from Gaza 
ang the Gulf of Aqaba. 

It is quite understandable that Israel should 
desire the strongest possible assurance that 
these areas should not again be used es bases 
for Egyptian attack or blockade. But both the 
United Nations and the United States have 
gone a long way to provide that assurance. 

Israel has not, true enough, been given a 
sealed and bonded guarantee. It would be un- 
reasonable te demand one. The important 
thing is that both the U.N. and the United 
States Government are plainly committed to 
preventing a renewal of the Arab commando 
raids and blockade. The time has come for 
Israel to accept that commitment and to rely 
upon the good faith of the West to carry it out. 

Nobody’s record in this situation is perfect. 
The U.N. must plead guilty to having neglected 
the maintenance of peace prior to the Israeli 
attack, and the United States was not willing 
in 1951 to make the effort it now promises to 
open the Gulf of Aqaba. If Israel can point to 
this history in support of its desire for stronger 
guarantees, the other side of the picture is that 
the circumstances today are so different that 
different attitudes can be expected. 

Having seen the failure to preserve the 
armistice boil into a crisis that created a danger 
of general war, the U.N. and its leading mem- 
bers surely now understand the risks of per- 
mitting any future ergsion of the peace. 

Israel for its part should understand that it 
does not have the right to impose conditions 
that would be appropriate to a final peace set- 
tlement as a price for restoring the armistice. 
Whatever the future of the Gaza strip should 


be, it will have to be determined as part of a 


general peace agreement, Just now Israel's re- 
sponsibility is to co-operate in restoring the 
armistice, so that work can then go forward 
for a more stable peace. Only mischief is in 
store if Israeli intransigence provokes a renewal 
of U.N. talk of sanctions. 
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First Signs of a Filibuster? 

Unhappily it seems that an attempt to launch 
a filibuster against civil rights legislation is 
under way long before any bill has even reached 
the Senate floor. The signs of this were clear in 
the subcommittee on _ constitutional rights, 
headed by Senator Hennings of Missouri, when 
Louisiana’s Senator Long blocked the unanimous 
consent which would have permitted a commit- 
tee meeting while the Senate is in session, a 
common enough procedure. 

Even more indicative was the time consumed 
by Senator Ervin of North Carolina in question- 
ing Attorney General Brownell when he pre- 
sented the Administration's proposals. 

Senator Hennings met this first challenge by 
announcing that the committee would meet 
all day Saturday—and into the night, if neces- 
sary. But the rules being what they are, the 
Southerners can push their delaying tactics in 
the committee and on the floor just about as far 
as they please. Before presenting such a dis- 
couraging spectacle, however, they should ask 
themselves a few questions: 

Are they really acting in the constitutional 
spirit of equality of opportunity for all Ameri. 
cans? If they do violate this spirit, are they 
being of genuine service to their section, or are 
they trying to make it forever a kind of barony 
of privileged men and serfs? Can it prosper as 
such? Are they being loyal to their party as a 
whole, or are they frustrating the will of most 
of its members? And are they not inviting an- 
other effort—this time @ successful one—to 
change the rule which they abuse? 

As for the rest of the Senate, the question is 
how long it will accept minority rule, 
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Migrants Are Human, Too 

The United States Department of Labor 
should stand firm against employer efforts to 
weaken regulations protecting migrant farm 
workers. An advisory committee of employers 
of farm labor from all the states has recom- 
mended relaxations in the rules which do it 
little credit. 

The committee opposes the requirement that 
there shall be seats for all passengers being 
transported in motor vehicles, and regular rest 
stops. In this contention it is joined by the 
rich and powerful American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration. Another regulation the employer group 
wants to kill is that requiring beds with springs 
and mattress covers for all migratory workers. 

These protections are pitifully elementary 
and meager. How can anyone be willing to 
do less? 

We like what Robert C. Goodwin, director of 
the Labor Department's Bureau of Employment 
Security, told the advisers. He said that its 
suggestions would set back progress five years. 

On those words he can well stand. 
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If They Cannot Spell .. . 

Something is going to be done about one 
group of professional students who cannot spell, 
whe cannot write a clear, direct sentence, who 
cannot rejate ideas on paper as may be expected 
of professionally trained college graduates. 

This news was brought to St. Louis by for- 
mer Dean Wesley A. Sturges of the Yale 
University School of Law, who was here to 
deliver the Tyrrell Williams memorial lecture 
at Washington University. At the University of 
Miami in Florida, where he is currently visiting 
professor, a concerted program has been worked 
out for the express purpose of producing law- 
yers who know how to express themselves in 
writing and can spell the words they need to use.

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THERE GOES ANOTHER DEDICATED CRUSADER 


The Strange Case of Tokyo Rose 


William A. Reuben, Former Army Combat Officer, Editor and 
American Civil Liberties Union Official, in Frontier Magazine 


One year ago the Department of Jus- 
tice initiated a bizarre legal action that 
has no parallel in the history of this 
country. Officials of the Department 
of Immigration announced the begin- 
ning of deportation proceedings against 
Mrs. Iva Toguri d’Aquino, an American 
citizen born July 4, 1916, in Los 
Angeles. 

In reporting the deportation move, 
The New York Times stated: “Immigra- 
tion officials said they knew of no 

recedent for an attempt to denatural- 
ze and deport a native-born American 
citizen.” 

Notwithstanding the unprecedented 
nature of such a procedure, the Times's 
editors thought the story was worth no 
more than three paragraphs. No more 
than a handful of other newspapers de- 
cided it was worth that much. 

The legend of “Tokyo Rose” provides 
an explanation as to why no group 
seemed to care about her fate. Accord- 
ing to the legend, “Tokyo Rose” was a 
native-born American of Japanese de- 
scent who, because of her pro-Japanese 
loyalties, had betrayed her own coun- 
try to become a radio propagandist for 
Japan.

Name Invented by G.Is 


The most striking single aspect of 
Mrs. d’Aquino’s trial for treason, which 
was held in San Francisco in 1949, is 
the enormous disparity between the 
legendary qualities attributed to “Tokyo 
Rose” and the evidence that was pro- 
duced inside the courtroom against 
Mrs. d’ Aquino. 


In the first place, there never was 
any Japanese radio program named 
“Tokyo Rose,” nor was there any an- 
nouncer on any Japanese-controlled 
radio station who ever identified her- 
self as “Tokyo Rose.” 


The defendant's attorneys were able 
to show, through newspaper clippings, 
that the name “Tokyo Rose” was a G.I. 
invention used indiscriminately to refer 
to any woman announcer on the Jap- 
anese radio, and that the name was in 
general circulation a full year before 
Mrs. d'Aquino ever set foot inside a 
broadcasting studio anywhere. 


Act®ally, as the evidence at the trial 
showed, there had been 18 English- 
speaking women announcers employed 
at Radio Tokyo curs the war. Un- 
questionably many of them deliberately 
tried to weaken the resistance of Amer- 
ican troops. But nothing that any of 
them ever ssid could be labeled trea- 
sonable—by the United States. For 
they were citizens of Japan, Canada, 
England, Switzerland and Germany. 

Of them all, only one, Iva Toguri 
d'Aquino, could be tried by the United 
States as a traitor, simply because she 
was the only one known to be Amer- 
ican-born. But the paradox is that Iva 
Toguri d’Aquino is the only one who 
has consistently denied ever broadcast- 
ing any propd@ganda. 


Left Stranded in Japan 


Iva Toguri (in April 1945 she married 
Felipe d’Aquino, a Portuguese national) 
was of Japanese descent. Her entire 
education was obtained in Southern

in November 1941 she telephoned her 
family, and it was agreed that she 
should return home as soon ag possible, 
As a Nisei, she was regarded with sus- 
picion by both sides, and the boat sailed

Several months later, the first evac- 
uation ship safled from Japan for the 
United States. Iva Toguri applied to 
the American consul at Tokyo for re- 
patriation, but was 
turned down. A 
letter sent from 
the United States 
consul at Tokyo to 
the State Depart- 
ment on April 6, 
1942, offered this 
strange reasoning: 
“Her American cit- 
izenship has not 
been proven...” 

Official records

the next evacuation ship, which sailed 


in September 1942. Her application 
was not processed because of her in- 
ability to pay the fare of $425 in ad- 
vance. 


Throughout the war, the testimony 
at the trial showed, Iva Toguri was 
under pressure to renounce her United 
States citizenship. Her unwillingness 
to do so made her suspect in the eyes 
of the Japanese, and she was visited 
two or three times a week by the Jap- 
quote thought-control police, the kempei 
ai. 


‘A Soldier Under My Orders’ 


Again, evidence which was uncon- 
tested showed that Iva Toguri, as a re- 
sult of entering a typing competition, 
landed a job in August 1943 at Radio 
Tokyo as a typist. At about this time, 
the Japanese army brought some 25 
prisoners of war with radio back- 
grounds to Tokyo, and, under pain of 
death for refusal, ordered them to 
broadcast. 

One program manned by PWs was 
called “Zero Hour.” 
staffed and directed by 
officers, Maj. Charles Cousens, an Aus- 
tralian; Capt. wipers Ince, an Ameri- 
can, and Lt. Norman Reyes, an officer 
in the Philippine army. 

In November 1943 the Japanese army 
ordered the addition of a female voice. 
The prisoners managed to select the 
new announcer themselves. How they 


first 10 weeks, was thereafter allowed 
one 20-minute visit per month. 

On May 1, 1046, after an intensive 
six-month investigation, the Army geve 
her full clearance. She was not re 
leased from prison, however, for the 
Justice Department sent FBI to 
Japan to conduct an independent in- 
vestigation.

This situation would suggest that the 
same evidence on which . d’Aquino 
was cleared in both 1945 and 1 was 
relied on in 1949 to prove her guilt as 
a traitor, But this is not the case. For 
when she was under investigation right 
after the war, every one of the 340 
broadcasts which she made en the Jap- 
anese radio had been recorded by a 
United States Governnient monitoring 
station in Hawaii and the disks were in 
the Government’s possession. But by 
the time of her 1949 trial, only 13 
scripts or records were left. -

THE YEAR 1957 marks the centenary of Charles Bau- 
delaire’s “Les Fleurs du Mal” (“The Flowers of Evil”), poems 
whose first appearance caused a scandal something like that 
of Joyce’s “Ulysses” and prompted Victor Hugo to write its 
author, “You have created a new thrill.” Measured against 
present standards and polished by respected scholarship, “Les 
Fleurs du Mal” today seem less shocking for their depths of 
perversity than striking for their heights of artistry. Such 
modern poets as Edna Millay, Allen Tate and Karl Shapiro

They met humble people and 
royalty, officials and artists. The Whites had some private 
hours with Nehru, and White had the welcome of a national 
hero in Haiti. 


They always found the topic of race relations in America 
to be of both interest and bewilderment abroad. The Whites’ 
interracial marriage was met with incredulity and pleasure in 
most countries, different from their own. They returned home 
to continue their work for the principles of the FEPC.

Angry Young Men in Britain 


Rage of a Coterie of Intellectuals Against Society 


By ERNIE HILL 

SOME OF BRITAIN’S young men 
are angry and an important segment of 
the British Public is trying to find why. 

England's Angry Young Men are a 
small-group of intellectuals who are 
incensed at the kind of world in which 
they find themselves. They are protest- 
ing with all the fury they can. 


Two who have made the loudest noise 
{in their protests and have a growing 
following in this country are: Colin 
Wilson, 24, author of “The Outsider,” a 
philosophical best seller which is adver- 
tised as “An Inquiry Into the Nature 
of the Sickness of Mankind in the Mid-

Jules 
Laforgue has said that he sounded a note in dern writing 
like a cat's meow—“the strange, hopeless, infinitely lonely 
nocturnal meow, meow™ of a lost spirit. A century later, 
readers find a familiar ring in this note with its strong echoes 
of mental and physical torments.

The New Church Architecture 


Congregations Increasingly Receptive to Contemporary Style 


By GEORGE McCUE 


CHURCHES ARE MOVING again 
into the forefront of architecture. The 
great strides made by art and architec- 
ture in the Middle Ages were under the 
auspices of the church, which not only 
gave financial support to artists and 
builders but, what was equally impor- 
tant, afforded hospitality to new ideas. 


The medieval man on the street may 
well have felt as much nonplussed at 
some features of Romanesque and Gothic 
architecture as his modern counterpart 
sometimes feels toward buildings of our 
day. But the great European cathedrals 
and churches were created in a recep- 
tive atmosphere. Enormously stimulated 
by this, and by the demand for daring 
new symbols of their age, the architects 
of the twelfth and thirteenth centuries 
developed their monuments to the re- 
surgence of the human spirit. 


The Gothic style was a triumph of 
logic over material. The triumph was so 
complete that the style remained prac- 
tically omnipotent up to the present era. 
The repeated imitations and adaptations 
of Gothic in church construction were 
accompanied by a settled and conven- 
tional outlook by churches on the other 
arts. “All the culture of the West— 
music, painting, philosophy, literature— 
came out of the churches and convents, 
but, alas, it also went out of them,” 
wrote Denis de Rougement several years 
ago. 


ONLY RECENTLY, in the face of 
suddenly expanding congregations and 
sharp increases in construction costs, 
have churches again begun creatively 
applying logic to building materials. 
Churches of arresting contemporary 
design have been built, are being built 
or are in planning stages in many neigh- 
borhoods of the St. Louis community. 
Some of them retain vestiges of Ro- 
manesque or Gothic style, and a few 
are adaptations of Colonial design. But 


the rest are frankly contemporary, and 
these include a number of buildings that 
are as advanced in their architecture as 
any structures in the Middle West. 


ST. WAR K’S EPISCOPAL Church, 
at 4712 Clifton avenue, was. the fore- 
runner of contemporary church design 
in St. Louis. Completed in 1939, it was 
the design of Charles Nagel, now Director 
of the City Art Museum, and Frederick 
W. Dunn. Its clean, massive facade is 
unornamented except for a Sheila -Bur- 
lingame sculpture of St. Mark. Eight 
slender, towering windows in its side- 
walls depict the Gospel of St. Mark in 
stained glass. 

The surge to the suburbs that fol- 
lowed World War II found established 
churches unable to accommodate their 
suddenly doubled and tripled congrega- 
tions, and it found some areas without 
any churches at all. It was then that 
logic began to be applied to materials in 
really searching ways. To cling to tradi- 
tional church architecture, especially to 
the Gothic style, would often have put 
new construction beyond reach. So 
churches returned to their earlier and 
more vital tradition—of undertaking to 
find structural forms that express faith 
in terms of the times. Y 
THE STRIKING NEW buildings 
that now stand as a result include a 
variety of approaches to the problem of 
providing an ample physical plant in a 
devotional atmosphere. They include 
widely divergent’ styles. The B'nai 
Amoona Congregation Temple in Uni- 
versity City was designed by the late 
Eric Mendelsohn as a hollow square 
around a lan¢scaped court. Its para- 
bolic roof has clerestory windows 
that diffuse the sunlight. The Chesed 
Shel Emeth Synagogue has outer walls 
and roof converging in the sanctuary, 
with the altar as focal point. It was de- 
signed by Benjamin Shapiro-.and Robert 
E. Tisdale. 

St. Ann’s Catholic Church in Nor- 


mandy, designed by Joseph D. Murphy, 
is a fairly plain brick structure whose 
chief exterior ornament is a large Hillis 
Arnold sculpture of the Virgin Mary 
over the entrance, Its altar stands 
silhouetted against stained glass that 
fills the entire height and width of the 
sanctuary. This church was one of the 
first of numerous new Catholic churches 
of contemporary design. 

ONE OF THE NEWEST is the 
Church of the Resurrection, designed by 
Murphy and Eugene J. Mackey. This 


building, in south St. Louis, has a para- - 


bolic floor plan, with a domed skylight 
above the altar. The entire front is of 
giass. 


Contemporary design is not cheap— 
some of the new churches have cost in 
the hundreds of thousands—but it pro- 
vides the most for the money. One of 
the least costly new churches, and one 
of the most successful in combining the 
atmosphere of worship with maximum 
use of space is that of the Faith-Salem 
Evangelical and Reformed congregation 
in Jennings. This design by Frederick 
Dunn is a rectangular building with the 
entire north wall of colored and textured 
glass depicting in semi-abstract sym- 
bolism events from the life of Christ. 
The glass was designed by Robert Har- 
man and executed by Emil Frei, Inc. 

The problem of winning congregations 
over to contemporary design is no small 
one, and Faith-Salem solved it in a way 
that is becoming more or less standard. 
The building committee of 25 men and 
women went on a tour of other modern 
structures, some of them secular, and 
that was about all there was to it. 

Some contemporary church buildings 
undoubtedly are more happily designed 
than others, but within the available 
range of steel, glass, stone, brick and 
pre-fabricated elements are the ingredi- 
ents for architecture that forcefully and 
vitally expresses the convictions of our 
time.

Artists Who Painted Washington 


Peale and Stuart Are Best Known but There Were Many Others

GEORGE WASHINGTON was 
the most phinted, sketched and engraved 
American of his generation. There is 
some doubt as to the exact number of 
life portraits and sketches made of him. 
There is utter confusion concerning 
copies of originals. The market for like- 
nesses of Washington was so lively in 
his time that he was often painted by 
men who never saw him—much to his 
amusement. Thus, after seeing a mezzo- 
tint of himself by a certain M@ Camp- 
bell in Boston in 1776, the general! wrote 
in the tone of ironic humor he relished: 

“Mr. Campbell, whom I never saw to 
my knowledge, has made a very for- 
midable figure of the commander-in- 
chief, giving him a sufficient portion of 
terror in his countenance.” 

George Washington, a man who dedi- 
cated his life to strengthening his per- 
sonal character and so gave strength of 
character to a new nation, took a rather 
dim view of portrait art and artists. 
To sit for his portrait smacked of vanity 
to him. Too, it seemed a waste of 
precious time. But he submitted— 
glumly. His wife and a few friends in- 
sisted. It is fortunate for us that 
they did. 

His relationships with the men who 
painted him provide insight into Wash- 
ington himself and the art of the age. 
There is space here to mention only two 
painters, students of Benjamin West. 

They are Charles Willson Peale (1741- 
1827), a man of talent, and Gilbert 
Stuart (1755-1828), an authentic genius 
of early American art.

Washington, which now hangs in the 
Lee Memorial Chapel at Washington and 
Lee University. 


As the years passed, Washington's 
friendship with Peale grew and his sit- 
tings for many artists increased. There 
came a day in Philadelphia in Septem- 
ber, 1795. At 63 President Washington 
was a tired man patiently enduring and 
performing the functions of his office. 
His heavy frame was growing paunchy, 
his strong-boned face marred by ill- 
fitting false teeth. 


HE WAS SITTING for his portrait 
again, this time for both Peale and his 
son Rembrandt. Washington enjoyed 
the elder artist's company, for Peale 
talked sense. Two other of Peale’s sons, 
Raphael and Titian, and his brother,

The door opened and a man of “bold, 
lion-like features” stepped in, flashing a 
saturnine grin at the laboring Peale 
family. The man’s name was Gilbert 
Stuart. Just the other day he'd begun 
painting the President. 

Gilbert ‘Stuart was not the kind of 
man to whom Washington took kindly. 
He was conceited and overbearing, con- 
tentious and high strung. He had lived 
too recklessly and it showed in his face 


fig for any virtue, either personal. or 
civic. 

Except one. He was faithful to his 
art and worked at it endlessly. Por- 
traiture was his life, and to it he brought 
an extraordinary honesty. There is noth- 
ing striking or forced in his heads. In 
his prime he painted them in cool, dif- 
fused light, with their expressions 
natural. None of his contemporaries had 
a finer insight into character or a surer 
feeling for the construction of a head. 
STUART FELT that his first por- 
trait of Washington was a failure. He 
expresged in words what he felt he had 
failed to reveal in oils: 

“There were features in his face 
totally different from what I had ob- 
served in any other human being. The 
sockets of the eyes, for instance, were 
larger than what I ever met with before, 
and the upper part of the nose broader. 
All his features were indicative of the 
strongest passions; yet like Socrates his 
judgment and self-command made him 
appear a man of different case in the 


the artist did not like. Again he refused 
to flatter the general's misshapen mouth. 
Apparently, as his biographer Fiex- 
ner points out, Stuart felt he was per- 
forming an historic function in painting 
Washington exactly as his keen eye saw 
him at the time. 

His last portrait of Washington, that's 
most familiar to most Americans, pleased 
Stuart more. During the sittings for 
this painting Washington found a way to 
entertain himself. He brought with him 
to Stuart's studio such friends as pretty 
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- and watercolors, 1800 to 1950;

New Recordings 


ROBEKT CASADESUS gives an impressive demonstra- 
tion of pianism in his new recording of Schumann's “Car- 
naval” and as an interpretation of the composer’s poetic fan- 
tasy it is also very good. One gets the impression from time 
to time, however, that Casadesus—or somebody—is nodding. 
The tone is dry in certain stretches. In general, though, the 
conception is imaginative and the execution brings the con- 
ception alive. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) 

AFTER RETIRING from the active practice of her pro- 
fession for 12 years, Ruth Slenczynska, a one-time child piano 
prodigy, has resumed her public career. It should be a suc- 
cessful one. Recordings of the Chopin Etudes, Opus 10 and 


‘Opus 25, together with four Impromptus, disclose a mature 


musical personality working through a mobile, commanding 
technique. (Decca, Two 12-inch LPs.) The more sentimental 
passages in these works are presented with fine taste; they are 
played with feeling, that is, but without any schoolgirl rap- 
tures. As for the brilliant passages, they are handled with a 
provocative dash, assurance, cleanness of articulation and 
unflagging impulse. 

ANOTHER DISCRIMINATING example of piano 
playing is offered by Ania Dorfmann in an album containing 
all of Mendelssohn's “Songs Without Words.” (RCA-Victor, 
Two 12-inch LPs.) These pieces are hardly strong or memor- 
able, but Miss Dorfmann gives them a certain elevation of 
mood through the delicacy of her shading. «a 

THE BRAHMS CONCERTO for Violin, Violoncello 
and Orchestra is given a highly vital performance by the Rus- 
sian violinist, David Ojistrakh; the French ‘cellist, Pierre 
Fournier, and the English Philharmonia Orchestra, conducted 
by the Italian Alceo Galliera. ‘Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 
Though this international collaboration includes no German, 
the rugged Brahmsian procedures and the deep Brahmsian 
sentiment are executed with conviction. Oistrakh plays rather 
more tenderly in this recording than is his custom, and his 
tone also seems a little thinner. The excellent reproduction 
of this performance makes this the preferred recording of this 
work since the entry of the long-play disc. 


A MORE SOMBER and less agile Brahms is found in the 
Sonatas for "Cello and Piano in E Minor and F Major which 
are played with an earnest kind of expressiveness by Antonio 
Janigro, ‘cellist, and Paul Badura-Skoda. These works have 
stgength of character and at times a gravely sweet melodic 
charm. ‘Cellists, no doubt, will find them more interesting 
(Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 
BIZET’S ‘‘L’ARLESIENNE SUITE.’’ which is 
played quite often at symphony concerts, has been incor- 
porated into the drama of the same name by Alphonse Daudet, 
for which it was written, in a newly released album. (London, 
Two 12-inch LPs.) The incidental music, of course, comes to 
much more than one hears in the concert suite usually per- 
formed, but even so, the play is the thing. Hence the record- 
ing is not likely to appeal to those who do not understand 
French. Those who do will find it a poetic study of peasant 
life, but with little action. Music is supplied by an unidenti- 
fied orchestra under the direction of Albert Wolff (London, 
Two 12-inch LPs with English translation.) 


MOZART’S JUPITER is paired with Haydn's C Minor 
Symphony No. 95 in a recording made by the RIAS Orchestra 
of Berlin under Ferenc Fricsay. The playing is crisp, high 
spirited and reflects in general the great qualities of both 
works. (Decca, Ore 12-inch LP.) 


GRAILVILLE COMMUNITY in Ohio ts a Catholic 
eiucation center where young women are brought together 
from all over the world both for their schooling and to pro- 
mote actively the idea of world fellowship. One by-product 
of its musical activity is a newly released record (“Grailville 
Sings”) containing a miscellany of songs of many origins: 
spirituals, Gregorian chants, early polyphonic works and folk 
songs. The part singing is well organized and the expression 
is straightforward, rather innocent and—to me—strongly 
affecting. Acoustical results are first rate. (Audio Fidelity, 
one 12-inch LP.) 

THE PHILADELPHIA ORCHESTRA under Eu- 
gene Ormandy gives virtuoso performances of Debussy’s 
“Afternoon of a Faun,” Ravel's “Daphnis and Chloe Suite 
No. 2” and Debussy’s “Three Nocturnes for Orchestra.” The 
women’s voices which supply the vocal obbligato for “Sirenes” 
are placed too close to the microphone, and their music, in 
consequence, loses some of its remote and seductive appeal. 
(Columbia, one 12-inch LP.) 

CONSTANT LAMBERT’S CONCERTO for Solo 
Pianoforte and Nine Players is still an interesting novelty 
though not strong enough to force itself into the standard 
concert repertory. Its content is derived from Latin American 
and jazz idioms which are clevely synthetized and it is well 
performed by the Argo Chamber Ensemble with Gordon Wat- 
son as solo pianist. (Argo-Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) Mr. 
Lambert's taste for the exotic, rather uncommon for a British 
composer, is also manifested in Eight Songs to verses by the 
classic Chinese poet Li Po. The Oriental coloring is imposed 
from the outside but with a charming effect. The tenor 
Gordon Young, accompanied by the Argo Ensemble, sings 
them with discriminating delicacy. T.B.S.

Plans for Symphony 


Innovations for Coming Year 


THE ST, LOUIS SYMPHONY Orchestra is the core 
of musical life in this community, so it is encouraging to learn 
that its present board of directors is not satisfied merely with 
keeping the orchestra alive. For too many years the clarion 
call for every crisis was: “Save the Symphony.” This sug- 
gested that the orchestra was in extremis, as indeed it was 
on several occasions. But the yearly repetition of such a cry 
for help inevitably reduced its shock value. Many people, no 
doubt, must have concluded that a state of coma was a natural 
and permanent condition of symphonic musie. 

As of now, however, the board of directors appear to be 
acting on the principle that the best defense is to attack. 
Practical measures for improving the situation have been con- 
sidered and some of them will be put into effect next season. 

The short season—23 weeks—has always made it difficult 
to keep the orchestra's personne! intact from season to season. 
So the season will be extended by two weeks next year. As 
the money for this extension is not yet in sight, this move 
involves a certain risk. With this in mind, the two additional 
weeks will be devoted to special events of a nature and 
quality that will make it at least possible to pay for the 
concerts out of box office receipts. 


THE ACOUSTIC PROPERTIES of Kiel Auditorium 
have also been considered. It is an open secret that the 
Symphony Society hopes to have a hall of its own—or one in 
which its concerts would be heard under optimum conditions— 
at some time in the not too distant future.’ But even if a new 
symphony hall were an immediate prospect, several years 
would elapse before it could be planned and finished. For 
the interim of indefinite duration an effort will be made to 
improve the acoustic of Kiel Auditorium Opera House. 
Through the offices of Edwin M. Clark, president of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. a group of telephone 
company sound engineers will examine the auditorium and 
suggest ways of getting better acoustic results. Whether 
changes can be made will depend on the degree of recon- 
struction they would require. It is possible that alterations 
in the shell alone would produce a better resonarice and pro- 
jection; but in any case the problem will be clearer after the 
engineers have made their report. 

Another measure which will be put into effect next season 
requires a change in dates of the subscription concerts. Ten 
concerts, hitherto played on Saturday nights, will be shifted 
to Thursday nights, which means that 10 concerts each will 
be given Thursday nights, Friday afternoons, Saturday nights 
and Sunday afternoons, This is an experimental move de- 
signed to fit in better with the social habits of the com- 
munity. Many subscribers contend that 20 Saturday nights 
at the symphony interfere too often with other weekend activi- 
ties. A canvass of Saturday subscribers disclosed that about 
half of them preferred Thursday. As with all experiments, 
however, the practical test will decide. 


THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY is also casting about for 
a hall that could be used for “Pop” concerts in the style of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra. Refreshments are an in- 
dispensable ingredient of such concerts if they are to pay for 
themselves. So the hall, if it exists, has to be one that would 
permit the Symphony Society to control the concessions. 

As next season will be divided among Vladimir Golschmann 
and two or three’ guest conductors, the task of co-ordinating 
programs will fall upon the Symphony Society acting through 
its music committee. It is to be hoped that the committee 
members will take a good long look at this season's programs 
and ask themselves if it. is necessary to be quite so unadven- 
turous. Guest conductors tend to be conservative on the 
assumption that a familiar work provides a better standard 
of judgment for the audience than a novelty. 

This iy understandable, But the music is the thing after all. 
And the heartening enterprise being shown in one quarter 
should not be the signal for playing it safe and stodgy in 


another.

HERE are two young 
T players-in the Cardinals’ 

early spring training camp 
who remind old-timers of 
what happened to two young 
men of yesteryear whose 
baseball careers were changed 
drastically by official club 
observers. The two young 
Cardinals of yesteryear went 
on to gain considerable fame 
and fortune after their 
courses were recharted. 

Remember Chick Hafey? 
Chick was a pitcher when the 
Cardinals found him, but one 
day during spring batting 
practice Branch Rickey and 
the late great scout, Charley 
Barrett, were watching. Chick 
was lambasting line drives 
against the outfield feyces. 

“Charles, who is that young 
man at the plate?” asked 
Rickey. 

“That, Mr. Rickey,” Barrett 
replied, “is Charles Hafey. 
He’s a pitcher.” 

“You mean he was & 
pitcher,” Rickey said. “Go 
tell him to throw away his 
pitcher’s toe plate and get an 
outfielder’s glove.” 

Hafey, as you who remem- 
ber know, went on to become 
one of the great Cardinal 
outfielders, a stalwart bats- 
man on the. city’s first pen- 
nant-winning team of 1926. 

The other Cardinal whose 
course was re-charted was 
Stan Musial. Stan was a 
pitcher at Daytona Beach, 
but Dickie Kerr used Stan in 
the outfield when he wasn’t 
pitching. And he told Stan 
that while he never would 
amount to much as a pitcher, 
he could have a great career 
as a batter. And Dickie Kerr 
was so right. 

Hurler Geiger Also 

Looks Like a Hitter. 

HE two young players in 
T this year’s Cardinal camp 

whose courses might well 
be recharted are Gary Geiger, 
a pitcher, who will be 20 
years old April 4, and Mel 
Nelson, an outfielder, who 
will be 21 years old May 30. 

Geiger, a stringbean of a 
lad, six-feet, one-inch tall and 
weighing 160 pounds, looks 
much too much like a hitter 
to be Kept on the roster as a 
pitcher. During batting prac- 
tice Thursday, Friday and 
again today, Geiger showed

Nelson an Outfielder

ELSON’S case is a bit

A fractured left wrist will not 
prevent Bob Pettit, the National 
Basketball Association's scoring 
leader, from playing with the 
Hawks in Minneapolis this aft- 
ernoon, but the injury came as 
a blow to a St. Louis lub fight- 
ing for a Western Division play- 
off berth. 

The injury, suffered in Friday 
night’s double overtime defeat 
at the hands of the Boston Cel- 
tics, also may cost the graceful 
Pettit a second straight league 
scoring championship and a 
chance to better George Mikan’s 
professional season record of 
1932 points. Pettit has 1627 in 
57 games. 

New X-rays yesterday after- 
noon showed Pettit with a frac- 
ture through the end of the ra- 
dius, one of the major bones in 
the wrist joint. Dr. Stan Lon- 
don, Hawks’ team physician, 
said the left arm to the elbow 
must remain in a cast for four 
to six weeks. Pettit departed 
with the club by air last night 
for Minneapolis, where the 
Hawks will play the Lakers at 
3:30 this afternoon. 

The 6-9 jump-shot specialist 
has been given an okay to play 
by Dr. London—a former bas- 
ketball star himself—who said 
he feels satisfied the cast should 
protect Pettit from further in- 
jury. “Limiting factors,” Dr. 
London said, “will be pain, pos- 
sible swelling, the bulkiness of 
the cast, which will cause a de- 
gree of hindrance in his move- 
ments, and the fact that Bob is 
likely to be off balance in his 
shooting.” 

Up to Bob. 

The former Louisiana State 
All-America, a two-time N.B.A. 
all-star in as many seasons, 
shoots his jump-shot with his

“How much he will be able to 
play is up to Bob,” said Dr.

And Mikan averaged over 
30 points in those play-off 
games. 


Dolph Schayes, prolific Syra- 
cuse scorer, one of only two 
10,000-point scorers still in uni- 
form, also played regularly with 
his arm in a cast because of a 
fractured wrist some years ago.

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Downfall of ‘Duke of 


Roof Apparently Has Fallen In on George Parr, 
Who, Like Father Before Him, Ruled Half-Dozen 


South Texas Counties—Sentenced to Penitentiary

SAN DIEGO, Tex., Feb. 16. 


N JANUARY 29, a short, stocky, 55-year-old man who dyes 
()» gray hair dark red, and whose face is habitually framed 
in a toothy but mirthless smile, stood before a Judge in New 
Braunfels, Tex., and heard himself sentenced to five years in 


the penitentiary. 


On the same day, in Corpus Christi, a United States district 
judge declared the same man, who up until a few months ago 
had been considered a millionaire, a bankrupt. 


His name is George Berham 
Parr, better known as “The 
Duke of Duval,” whose politi- 
cal dynasty for years covered 


half a dozen south Texas coun- 
ties, who controlled elections 


by a nod of the head, main- 
tained his power by a combina- 
tion of violence and benevo- 
lence, and controlled everything 
in his bailiwick, his people 
would tell you, except the way 
the wind blows. 

For some four years now Parr 
has been fighting desperately to 
maintain his sway over the cac- 
tus and mesquite empire, but 
little by little it has been slip- 
ping away, as the state of Texas 
and the United States Govern- 
ment have been turning over 
one flat rock after another to 
disclose the sordid nature of 
Parr’s activities. 

In the Land of Parr, as his 
realm has been called, this first 
conviction ang’ the voluntary 
bankruptcy ook like the be- 
ginning of the end for a regime 
which has been in existence for 
more than 40 years. 

Hanging over Parr’s head is 
an income tax evasion charge 
which now awaits trial in Aus- 
tin. He is charged with evad- 
ing $85,654.37 over a period of 
years. He is scheduled to go 
on trial March 11, in Houston, 
on mail fraud indictments 
brought by the Post Office De- 
partment. The indictments 
charge that he and eight of his 
henchmen wsed the mails to 
defraud the Benavides school 
district out of at least $150,000. 

On March 4 he is due in the 
district court of San Diego, for 
years the town where he was 
king, for trial on an indictment 
charging forgery of school dis- 
trict checks. He faces trial un- 
der 12 other state indictments, 
trial of which has been trans- 
ferred to other counties in Tex- 
as, charging misappropriation 
or theft of school and county 
funds. 

* * — 

NCOME tax liens totaling 

$1,205,606.60 have been filed 

against him by the United 
States Government. The Gov- 
ernment also charges that in 
1947 he took $172,000 from the 
Duval county road and bridge 
fund and used it illegally to pay 
his income taxes. The state 
charges that he took $500,000 
from the bridge and road fund 
to buy his 57,000-acre Dobie 
ranch, which was the apple of 
his eye, and where he often 
threw huge and lavish parties. 

Last year an unfriendly dis- 
trict attorney filed suit to re- 
cover the half million and the 
county ended up with posses- 
sion of the ranch and a defi- 
ciency judgment of $273,000. 
Last month a smaller ranch, 
3000 acres, was foreclosed on 
a mortgage and sold at auction. 
Income tax liens have frozen 
his bank accounts and other 
assets, preventing him from 
selling property or borrowing 


money, except on unsecured 
loans. 

He had an income of some 
$6000 a month from oil and gas 
properties. But when the coun- 
ty obtained the deficiency judg- 
ment, the oil and gas companies 
cut off his payments, and the 
money is going into escrow 
pending the settlement of his 
affairs. 


When Parr, the man who once 
made and broke judges, prose- 
cutors and lawyers, went to 
trial on charges of stealing 
money from his county's school 
fund, he had trouble raising his 
attorney's fees. When he filed 
for bankruptcy he reyealed 
himself as a man who, after 
having fattened for y on 
the taxes of others, had never 
paid his own taxes on anything. 
He was delinquent more than 
$10,000 covering a period of 
more than 20 years to the San 
Diego school district. He owed 
city taxes from 1934 to 1956. 
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just when Parr’s downfall be- 
gan, after 46 years of control 
by Parr and by his father be- 
fore him. 


Some say it started back in 
1948, when the Parr machine 
reached the height of its arro- 
gance in the senatorial race be- 
tween former Governor Coke 
Stevenson and present Senator 
Lyndon Johnson. Out of nearly 
a million votes cast, Stevenson 
appeared the victor by a thin 
margin of 112 votes. For five 
days he basked in the glow of 
victory. Then Duval county, 
which had already cast 4622 for 
Johnson and 40 for Stevenson, 
sent in an amended return. 
They had turned up 203 more 
votes, 201 of which were for 
Johnson, This gave Johnson a 
plurality of 87 votes, a seat in 
the Senate, and the nickname 
throughout Texas of “Landslide 
Lyndon.” When Stevenson de- 
manded an investigation, the 
ballot boxes disappeared, never 
to be seen again. 

The incident served to focus a

lot of attention on Duval coun- 
ty and for the first time people 
outside of Texas began to be 
curious about the Duke of Du- 
val. 


Another mistake came in 
1950, when Parr broke with 
Gov. Allan Shivers, and sup- 
portéd Caso March for gover- 
nor. It wasn’t long after that 
that Shivers decided that his At- 
torney General, Ben Allen 
Shepperd, had better go to Du- 
val county and look around a 
little. 


But by this time other forces 
were at work, right in Parr's 
kingdom. Boys who had been 
away to war discovered for the 
first time that Duval county 
was unique, and that things 
weren't managed that way in 
the rest of the country. A 
Freedom Party was founded 
and slowly but surely the re- 
sistance to Parr and his meth- 
ods began to grow. It was the 
Freedom Party that gained 
enough evidence to bring the 
treasury men and the post of- 
fice inspectors to Duval county, 
and from then on the empire 
crumbled rapidly. 


“George Parr,” said a man 
close to him, “is a man you 
can't reason with. He looks 
upon his political power as a

property right, handed down 
to him by his father, and he'd 
rather lose every dime he has 
in the world, than his power.” 


George's father, Archie Parr, 
who founded the dynasty, was 
a state senator for 20 years. 
But when he first came to Du- 
val county he was a red-necked 
cowboy working for six bits a 
day. He was a natural-born 
politician however and he died 
rich in land and cattle, and 
mighty powerful in politics.

EORGE always said that was 
(pris father’s reward for taking 

care of the Latin-Americans 
against the Anglo - American 
ranchers who hated them. Du- 
val county, which has a popu- 
lation of 15,600, is 90 per cent 
people of Spanish-Mexican ex- 
traction, usually referred to 
down here as Latin-Americans. 

In 1911, when Archie was just 
getting a toe-hold in politics, a 
city election wound up in blood- 
shed. Three Mexicans were shot 
down on the courthouse steps. 
Archie, who spoke Spanish flu- 
ently, took the side of the Mexi- 
cans, From then on he was 
their “patron,” the man who 
solved their problems, got them 
jobs, fed their families when 
they were hungry, got a doctor 
when their wives and children

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were sick, and told them what 
to do. Especially at election 
time. 


Duval county and the sur- 
rounding country is a dreary 
land of endless dust and mes- 
quite, the horizon broken now 
and then by an oil derrick. To 
the west, across the Rio 
Grande, lies Mexico, to the east, 
the Gulf of Mexico. San Diego, 
the seat of Duval county, looks 
like a Mexican town. Nearly 
everybody speaks Spanish. The 
Latin-Americans are poor, live 
in miserable “jacales,” unpaint- 
ed huts made of scrap lumber. 

They were ripe for a man like 
Archie Parr. He took care of 
the people, he voted them en 
masse, and he gave Duval coun- 
ty Latin-American officials. 
Nothing but Spanish was spok- 
en in the courthouse. An An- 
glo-American who wanted to 
transact business there.was out 
of luck, unless he went and got 


an interpreter. He might as 
well have been across the 
border. 


They tell the story of a Mex!- 
can who was called as a court 
witness. In response to every 
question he kept repeating the 
only English he knew: “I vote 
for El Senor Parr.”

OME efforts were made to 
§ combat Archie. The county 

early became a hangout for 
desperadoes, and a way station 
for contraband from Mexico. 
During prohibition it was a 
bootleggers’ haven. 

In 1914 Parr foes tried to 
clean up Duval county by the 
simple expedient of abolishing 
the county, but the legislature 
wouldn't go along. In 1915 the 
Texas Supreme Court, having 
caught a whiff as far away as 
Austin, ordered an audit of the 
county's books. Two state audi- 
tors started to work one day, 
but that night the courthouse 
burned to the ground and all 
the records with it. 

George Parr learned at the 
old man’s knee. As long as he 
could remember, he once said, 
he could speak Spanish as flu- 
ently as the natives, and he also 
said that his mind worked like 
a Latin American's. This may

serve to explain something 
about Parr, because it’s general- 
ly agreed down here that de- 


mocracy is something the Latin- 
American mind doesn’t grasp. 
It's just an abstraction, a vi- 
sionary notion whose virtues 
they seem unable to accept. But 
men like Parr, that they can 
understand. He takes what he 
can get, which is not only sen- 
sible, but praiseworthy, 

Young George came home 
from the University of Texas 
in 1926, ready to take his place 
as the crown prince, But there 
was a difference in old Archie 
and young George. Where 
Archie had relied on the classic 
techniques of benevolence and 
paternalism, George was a boss 
who ruled, rather than led, with 
fear as his main weapon.

E soon took over, and the 
H old man retired to Corpus 

Christi, 40 miles away, where 
he died a few years ago. George 
made political alliances With 
half a dozen surrounding coun- 
ties, and soon brought them un- 
der his domination to create 
one of the most rigidly con- 
trolled political machines in 
the nation, 

He maintained an army of 
200 “pistoleros” who were offi- 
clally registered as deputy 
sheriffs, and wherever he went 
he was flanked by at least two 
of them. The rest kept the pop- 
ulace in order. He was gener- 
ous to those who went along, 
but heaven help those who 
didn’t. 

He kept under his domination 
not only the peace officers, but 
judges, grand juries, prosecu- 
tors and all officials who han- 
died county funds, even down 
to the school teachers. No man 
could hold office without his 
blessing. No man could even 
earn a living unless George 
Parr gave him the nod. 

To illustrate the kind of pow- 
er he wielded, they tell the 
ironic story of a poor Mexican 
who had a little grocery store. 
He added milk to his meager 
stock of merchandise. One day 
Parr was in the store, and the 
merchant asked him to do a 
big favor—would he take a bot- 
tle of milk out onto the square 
and let people see him drinking 
it? 


Parr protested he never 
drank milk. The storekeeper 
pleaded, just as a favor. So 
Parr accepted a carton of milk 
and stepped out onto the 
square. He let people see him 
drinking it, smiled jovially and 
said something favorable about 
the milk. 

_ * - 

MMEDIATELY everyone in 
| san Diego started buying the 

storekeepers milk. Life 
looked rosy—for a time. Then 
one of Parr’s deputies looked 
into the thing, discovered there 
was a pretty good profit in 
milk, so Parr gave the deputy 
the milk rights in the county, 
and the storekeeper sold no 
more milk. 

George Parr hadn't had his 
hooks into the county long be- 
fore he had grown rich in oil, 
cattle and land. If anyone won- 
dered about where he got the 
money to buy ranches and oil 
land, they were careful not to 
wonder out loud. 

On the edge of San Diego he 
built a Spanish type mansion, 
screened by a wall and high 
shrubbery. He had a swimming 
pool and a private race track, 
and several high-powered cars. 
Downtown he built his own air- 
conditioned Spanish type office 
building. 

For years it was a sort of 
joke in Texas when election 
time came around, because 
without variation Parr’s candi- 
dates had around 4500 votes 
and the opposition a hundred 
or less. Politicians would laugh 
and say, “Old George has done 
it again.” 

It was truly the Land of Parr, 
and George seemingly never 
doubted that it could go on for- 
ever.

‘Baby Gorilla Under 
‘Scientific Study 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16 (INS).

But the scientists who have been studying the female 

* gorilla since birth Dec. 22, 1956, at Columbus (O.) Zoo, are 
not too surprised. They expected Colo to take an early lead 
over human babies. 

They also expect human babies to overtake Colo in cer- 
tain respects—but not in all—over the long haul. 

The why and how of this gorilla baby vs. human baby 
“contest” is throwing new light on a variety of subjects. 
Thanks to Colo, science is getting important data on human 
learning, evolution, the nature of intelligence and the role 
of environment in development, to name just the important 
headings. 

: Colo is proving to be a particular gold mine of infor- 
mation for a famous husband and wife psychiatric team, Dr. 
Benjamin Pasamanick of Ohio State University and Dr. 

“Hilda Kobloch, director of the Child Guidance Clinic, Chil- 

* dren's Hospital, Columbus. The Pasamanicks formerly were 
members of Yale University’s Child Guidance Clinic where 
Dr. Arnold Gesell pioneered his development quotient work 
with infants and children. This “DQ” is considered a more 
‘meaningful measure of a child's development than the old 
“TQ.” The “DQ” test takes into account both motor (mus- 
eular) and adaptive (learning) behavior.

Using the same techniques worked out for hu- 
man children, the Pasamanicks examine Colo every 
two weeks. They watch such key infant behavior as 
light recognition, rolling over, fingering, scratching, 
response to stimuli like a dangling ring or a pro- 
ferred finger. The primitive reflexes grasp that 
human babies lose early are also checked. 


x 


@ INTENSIVE WORK with thousands of children has re- 
sulted in certain “norms” being worked out. The Pasama- 
nicks emphasize that these “DQ” levels cannot be precisely 
applied to Colo. But, in crude figures, the Pasamanicks 
place Colo's motor behavior at a level equal to human Da- 
bies twice her age. Colo’s adaptive behavior, while not as 
advanced, does show a definite bulge over human babies. 

These observations will continue for many years. It 
is hoped answers to many questions will be found, includ- 
ing: 

1. How do the larger primates compare with each 
other? It is generally agreed by scientists that man, gorilla 
and chimpanzee represent branching developments from 
some common early ancestor: no one says any longer that 

man “springs from” apes, only that they both may have a 
“common ancesfor. 

But which of these “cousins” is closer to man in the 
evolutionary picture: Colo gives science a chance to fill in 
the gap for the first time.

2. What is the relationship between the length 
of infancy and intelligence? Man, the most intelli- 
gent being, has the longest development period. 
By observing Colo, science can test the theory that 
the quicker a species matures, the poorer it spe- 
cializes.

3. WHAT CHANGES IN BEHAVIOR are related to 
changes in environment? In Colo’s case, for example, there 
is no grasping power in her hands but there is in her feet.

In buman babies, the grasping powers are just the reverse. 
Can this gorilla grasping trait be “wiped out” in Colo 
—a gorilla born in captivity? How much can Colo un-learn 
of hér gorilla ways? How many human ways can she learn? 
Chimps have been brought up in homes as part of the 
family. They have lived in nurseries, worn clothes, played 
with human children. 

They have learned about 250 words or phrases—not to 
repeat, of course, but to obey or understand. If gorillas 
are “higher” than chimps, how would Colo fare in a typical 
American home? 

The answer right now is academic. Colo ig too popular 
to be taken from the zoo and placed in a science-controlled 
situation. The citizens of Columbus would not allow it. 

But there may be a solution, Colo’s mother, nine-year- 
old, 260-pound Christina, and father, 11-year-old, 380-pound 
Baron, will be bred again in April. If they could produce 
another offspring, science could place Colo in a home, and 
the other with the gorilla parents. Thus Colo would be 
freed of any parental influence.

The resulting 
publicity got him deported—at 
the request of the Canadian au- 
thorities, who numbered him 
among their most-wanted fugi- 
tives. 


Not a man to lose his aplomb 
even under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, Molner carried off 
his return to Canada as if he 
were a film star on tour.

N FEBRUARY i922, my husband, Lt. Earl Winfield Spencer 
Jr., was ordered to the Far East as commander of a gunboat 
on what the Navy then called the Asiatic Station. I continued 


to hear from him. Every now and then, there would be a letter 
from Hong Kong, where his ship was based—laconic letters tell- 
ing of fellow officers we both knew, of the enervating heat and 


pnending squalor of China. 


He was unhappy—and not 
only because he was alone. Win 
was out of his medium. The 
command of a small ship, which 
Navy men of his day considered 
the pleasantest berth in the 
service, had no attraction for 
him. He looked upon sea duty 
as a sentence of exile, to be 
served out to the last prescribed 
day and hour, before the Navy 
would allow him to return to 
the air. 

I was unhappy, too, but it 
was because I was alone. Lone- 


liness upon my spirit, an empti- . 


ness I had not counted upon. A 
marriage, even one that goes 
awry, generates claims and 
needs that persist like an after- 
glow long after the emotional 
fire is burned out. The mind 
and the heart continue to re- 
member the happy times to- 
gether, and the unpleasant- 
nesses recede. 

Now, having separated—as 
far as I could tell forever—l 
began to learn that a marriage 
is not so easily uprooted, that 
divorce itself is no escape. 

The real essence of any mar- 
riage that has struggled, how- 
ever unsuccessfully, toward 
happiness lies in the growth 
of a wordless understanding 
that what is acceptable to one 
partner will be acceptable to 
the other. Between the storms, 
Win and I had briefly known 
a sharing of this kind. And the 
habit of shared experience 
makes the process of detach- 
ment inexpressibly difficult. 

An unquenchable desire for 
freedom had sprung up within 
me. I really had no idea of 
what I intended to make of 
my life, but I was determined 
to make it a success within 
my capacities. It was not quite 
enough for me to be, or at 
least try to be, the life of 
the party, or to spend my ex- 
istence merely taking part in 
good conversation.

WANTED something more out 
[or life. I could not feel that one 

unsuccessful marriage was 
the end of the road. I still be- 
lieved in marriage and that 
within its framework lay my 
true destiny and my happiness. 
At this stage of my life the 
thought of any other career 
had no appeal. 

I met several men who came 
close to measuring up to my 
ideal. But a funny thing hap- 
pened: much as my mind told 
me that I should encourage 
them, my heart held back. 

This is not to say that my 
heart was never stirred. It be- 
came involved in Washington. 
There was a young diplomat at- 
tached to the embassy of a 
Latin-American country. Only 
a little older than I, he was 
already marked as a man of 
great promise. He was intelli- 
gent, ambitious, subtle, gracious 
—in many respects the most 
fascinating man I have ever 
met, with principles of steel and 
a spirit that bubbled like 
champagne. 

For a time he was only a gay 
escort, somebody to take me to 
this party or that. Then he 
came to mean much more.

had some insurance money and 
a Navy widow's pension, she 
was far from affluent. And 
neither, of course, was I. In 
Paris we found a tiny hotel in 
the Rue Pierre Charron. It was 
far from elaborate, but it 
seemed like a haven of comfort 
to two lone women in a strange 
city.

ORTUNATELY, we were not 
F two lone women for long. 

Corinne, who knew people 
almost everywhere, suddenly 
remembered a friend in Paris, 
a bachelor officer who had been 
a close friend of her husband. 
His name was William “Imp” 
Eberle, and he was the assistant 
naval attache at the American 
embassy. Commander Eberle 
invited us to dinner at once, 
and with him was Elbridge 
Gerry Green, then first secre- 
tary of the embassy, also a 
bachelor. The dinner proved 
the happiest kind of beginning. 
We became a foursome. 

Our escorts were extremely 
knowledgeable about cathedrals

O tell the truth, my legal 
T shopping had been somewhat 

halfhearted. All this time, 
Win had continued to write to 
me from the other side of the 
world. He kept urging me to 
join him in China and give him 
one more chance to rebuild 
our marriage. 


My resolution began to weak- 
en. I had been spending much 
of my time in the company of 
women who were separated 
from their hugbands or actually 
divorced, and my eyes had been 
opened to the fact that these 
women were far from happy. A 
divorce was an admission of 


failure, no matter how one 
looked at it. 
Now, Win wrote suggesting 


that I could board a naval 
transport at Norfolk and travel 
to China at Government ex- 
pense. While I was considering 
this, Ethel Noyes told me that 
she was going home on the 
France. She invited me to ac- 
company her, and I said yes— 
with such unexpected eagerness 
that I had to recognize it as evi- 
dence of feelings that I had 
been stubbornly refusing to ac- 
knowledge, even to myself: the 
long-suppressed yearning for a 
half-forgotten tenderness and 
the warm presence of someone 
I loved. 

June 1924 found me back in 
Washington with my mother 
She was slightly startled but 
delighted that Win and I were 
going fo try a reconciliation. 
But she was concerned over my 
going so far away on such an 
uuncertain mission. “You were 
very sure before you left him,” 
she said, “that you could never 
live with him again. Do you 
think you can make a go of it 
now?” 

I confessed that I wasn't sure 
The only tting about which |! 
was sure was that something 
inside of me kept urging me 
to give our marriage a second 
try. Through the Navy I booked 
passage on the U.S.S. Chaumont, 
a transport bound for the Phil- 
ippines. On July 17 I boarded 
her at Norfolk, Virginia, as part 
of a cargo of Navy wives. Six 
weeks out of Norfolk, the Chau- 
mont reached the Philippines 
and I then boarded the Empress 
of Candda for Hong Kong.

IN was on the deck to meet 
me. He looked better than I 
had ever seen him since our 
first meeting at Pensacola— 
tanned, clear-eyed, and charm- 
ing.

At this point the Consul 
turned stern. He replied stiffly 
that if we should become in- 
volved in an “international inci- 
dent” it would be his duty to 
report to the Navy that we had 
disregarded the advice of the 
United States Government's rep- 
resentative and had willfully 
placed ourselves outside of the 
protection of the Government. 
In the face of this my friend 
decided not to go on. 

But, having made up my 
mind, I was determined to go, 
and after a tedious, uncomfort- 
able but safe trip I arrived at 
Peking. I was startled to see 
Col. Little at the station to 
meet me. In spite of his warn- 
ings, the Consul at Tientsin had 
wired the Legation that I was 
en route. I detected at once an 
unmistakable leatherneck grim- 
ness underlving the surface 
heartiness of the colonel's greet- 
ing that made me realize my 
victory over the Consul had not 
been received with official ap- 
proval. 

“Oh, Louis,” I said, “have I 
really done a terrible thing in 
coming here? I did want to see 
you and meet wife.”

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 16 

T IS strawberry season in 
| Mexico The weather has 

been wnusually good Dry 
and cool and sunny. 

This morning I was on my 
way to the Bamer Hotel roof 
garden for breakfast when who 
should I run into but Senor 
Salvador Lopez, the taxi driver. 

The last time I rode with 
Salvador, we ran into a truck 
at 60 miles per hour. In Mex- 
ico transportation is hazardous. 

Salvador has a St. Christo- 
pher medal built into his dash- 
board. He crosses himself at 
the beginning of each journey. 
He has a holy medal in his 
wallet and a pair of baby shoes 
hung from the rear view mirror. 

A taxi driver needs all the 
help he can get.

He said the cab drivers of 
Mexico are “muy disconten- 
tos.” Cost of living is climb- 
ing but cab fares remain the 
same. 

There are now 8200 taxis 
in Mexico City. By next 
month there will be 10,000. 
You can compare this with 
Manhattan’s 6500. Or Syd- 
ney, Australia with a meager 
2000. 

The city is now 4,000,000. 
But now many people can 
afford taxis. 

We have demanded from 
the Government a raise in 
tariffs,” he said. “But the en- 
swer is no. The drivers are 
poor.”

“You sell a gringo peanuts 
for 5000 pesos,” said Salva-¢ 
dor, “But if he thinks you are 
stealing 50 centavos, he hates 
the country.”

NEW YO Feb. 16.

(KXOK, 7 p.m., Monday through 
Friday), has on of the most 
enviable jobs around, His spon- 
sor is the AFL-CIO, which 
means he has 15,000,000 people 
with some interest in listening 
to him. He is paid extremely 
well arid the union lets him 
strictly alone, As sponsors go, 
labor unions are proving to be 
infinitely less troublesome than 
toothpaste companies or auto- 
mobile manufacturers. 


“When George Meany hired 
me, he said he didn’t want a 
labor program,” said Morgan. 
“He wanted a news program 
that he and the union could re- 
spect. I don’t look for labor 
news and I don’t avoid it if it 
comes along.” If it comes along, 
Morgan, who is not only allowed 
but encouraged to express opin- 
ion, is not always on labor's 
side, Recently he said on his 
broadcast: “A full dress con- 
gressional investigation of al- 
leged racketeering and other ir- 
regularities in the trade unions 
appears to be in the making. It 
is difficult to see how organized 
labor could or would Oppose 
such a hearing.”

IN ADDITION he was bluntly 
critical of Teamster Union Pres- 
ident Dave Beck's telegram to 
labor leaders that refuge into 
the Fifth Amendment silences 
would not bring disciplinary ac- 
tion by the union.

The situation got 
so bad that ‘the union insisted 
all further flying saucers stories 
be cleared with them. Edwards 
declared that this was an in- 


fringément of his editorial free- 
dom. That ended the relation- 
ship between Edwards and the 
union.

andercook’s beard. Vander-

Would we do wrong if we 
left it to our church? When we suggest selling they say they 
won't move, yet do nothing to keep it up. We are both 
miserable and my husband says he can’t stand it much 
longer.

The 
thing for you to do is to tell them right now that you want 
them to move out. And once you've set the date, don’t 
back down and let them keep on hanging around. If you 
want to sell, sell. What if they don’t want to get out? 
Onte it's sold, they'll have nothing to say about whether 
they live there or not. You have no obligation to provide 
them a home. They are taking advantage of you and you 
aré letting them. If you want to will the property to your 
ehurch, that is a decision for you and your husband to make, 
not your son and daughter-in-law, But why wait until you're 
gone and let the executors of your estate exert the author- 
ity over your family that you should be exerting right now? 
Get them out and live in peace the rest of your lives, then 
dispose of the house anyway you wish.

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Brief Jackets for Virtually All Spring Suits 


Bloused and Belted Modes Are Highlighted Among Types Launched by ore American Designers

HOPPERS for spring suits 
are discovering that there is 
a short-jacketed model for 
every size and pocketbook. Sil- 
houettes may vary, fabrics may 
cover a wide range of textures 
and mixtures, and color prefer- 


ences extend from bright to 
light, but nine out of 10 cos- 
tumes that the saleswoman dis- 
plays have brief jackets. 


Bloused and belted modes are 
highlighted among the types 
launched this spring by the 
leading American designers. 
Many jackets extend to the hip- 
bone so that the peplums have 
a pleated or ruffled effect when 
the belt is fastened. Some of 
these styles are designed for 
wear either belted or unbelted, 
Most versatile is the short, boxy 
jacket to be worn loose from 
the shoulders if the wearer 
wishes or tightly belted for a 
flattering blouse line on occa- 


sion. 
Featured, too, are the waist- 
length jackets that blouse 


slightly but have the belts at- 
tached to the skirt. This silhou- 
ette suggests a one-piece dress. 
Noteworthy among the suits is 
the Claire McCardell design 
made of black and white light- 
weight tweed. The jacket looks 
as if it were attached to the 
skirt as the waistline fits so 
snugly. Deep dolman or “bat- 
wing” sleeves accentuate the 
bloused line. Skirth subscribes 
to the easier, fuller trend with 
a deep inverted pleat at the 
back. A white silk blouse is hid- 
den by the close-fitting jacket. 


Mary of the néw versions of - 


the “Dutch boy” silhouette are 
available in a variety of dif- 
ferent fabrics and shades. Es- 
sentially a young fashion, this 
silhouette calls for a brief 
jacket to complement the peg- 
top skirt. Outstanding example 
is the Harry Frechtel model 
made of a light gray and white 
silk and wool worsted finished 
fabric. “Dutch boy” skirt has 
deep pleats across the front of 
the waistline although the hem- 
line is comparatively narrow. 
The jacket is cut-away slightly 
at the waistline to call attention 
to the skirt pleats and also the 
fact that belts are high in 
fashion’s favor. The wide belt 
selected for this suit is of 
polished black calfskin. Another 
version of this suit has a jacket 
that extends three inches below 
the normal waistline and is 
darted in for a semifitted ef- 
fect. Called the “shell jacket” 
suit by Arthur Jablow in whose 
collection it appears this has 
suede bows instead of buttons 
for the fastening. The hem of 
the jacket is notched to allow 
for the curve of the skirt which 
unfolds in ‘the front in un- 
pressed pleats, the center one 
inverted and deep to the hem- 
line. Fabric is a white with 
black wool tweed that has a 
grayed cast. 

Bloused at the back but 
straight at the front is another 
shape of these brief jackets. A 
silk tweed suit by Davidow fea- 
tures this line. The front of the 
jacket is flat and slim but there 
is a bloused cut at the back 
to contrast. Skirt follows the 
same silhouette with a straight,

slim front and a very deep, fly- 
away pleat at the back. 
Of interest to women who like 


‘the fuller skirts are some suits 


with abbreviated jackets that 
scarcely cover the blouses and 
are left open so that these 
blouses show. Suits are com- 
pleted by skirts that are quite 
full, this fullness gathered at 
the waistline or arranged in a 
whirl of pleats. Blouses are 
made of silk crepe, chiffon or 
novelty shirting silks. Some of 
the jackets are cut boxy and 
brief; others have rounded or 
cutaway edges. Sleeves usually 
are short and armholes com- 
paratively deep. 

Slender, tailored suits with a 
casual emphasis have hipbone 


jackets with semi-fitted or al- 
most boxy silhouettes.

“Reinforcement has been 
used for a long time—rather 
haphazardly — to strengthen 
masonry but reinforced brick 
masonry, in the modern sense, 


is a relatively new type of con- 
struction, requiring new design 
procedures and new construc- 
tion methods,” Walter L. Dick- 
ey, structural engineer, Bethel 
Corporation, San Francisco, 
Calif., told a recent meeting of 
architects, engineers and a 
masonry group 

A display of this type con- 
struction has been set up in 
the Bildors’ Home Show, at the 
Arena for the last time today, 
by the Unit Masonry Associa- 
tion of Metropolitan St. Louis, 
which sponsored the meeting 
where Dickey spoke. 

Leo F. Havey, president of 
the association and business 
representative of the Bricklay- 


ers Union, Local No. 1 of Mis- 
souri, explained that the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to in- 
form local architects and engin- 
eers of developments on rein- 
forced masonry throughout the 
country. 


Dickey told an audience of 
more than 400 what has been 
done in California with brick 
structures, reinforced to with- 
stand a 20 per cent earthquake 
factor (more than this country 
has ever had). He said that re- 
inforced brick masonry was re- 
ported to have been used 140 
years ago in England and later 
in France and in India. He re- 
lated that after the Long Beach 
quake in 1933, it was obvious 
that a different type of con- 
struction must be developed. 
Recognizing the advantages of 
brick construction and the ser- 
ious need for developing struc- 
tures to resist quakes safely, 
the Southern California school 
groups initiated an active pro- 
gram of engineering study, 
bringing about the development 
of grouted reinforced masonry. 

One series of tests showed 
that grout could and should be 
very wet, apparently violating 
the concept of “water-cement

200 Inn Keepers to Get 
Together for Parley Here 


Celebrating completion of his 
$1,500,000 Holiday Inn, on the 
west side of Lindbergh boule- 
vard about a mile south of 
Lambert Municipal Airport, 
Joseph H. Vatterott will play 
host there this week to a three- 
day convention of the National 
Association of Holiday Inns of 
America, which is an organiza- 
tion of enfranchised owners-op- 
erators of “highway hotels” 
called Holiday Inn. About 200 
are expected to attend. Vatter- 
ott has been president of the 
organization during the year 
past, in which his own unit of 
the chain was under construc- 
tion. 


The inn here actually got 
into service on a limited scale 
late last summer, but has only 
in recent days been brought to 
completion, according to Vat- 
terott. 


Somewhat in excess of 42 es- 
tablishments across the nation 
now are being operated under 
the name Holiday Inn, with 
licensing to use the name and 
system of operation from a par- 
ent company with headquarters 
in Memphis, Tenn., where the 
largest of such places is estab- 
lished. The new St. Louis inn 
is next largest in the chain, 
with 150 guest units. 

A. P. Kaufmann, president of 


the Chamber of Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louls, is to 
speak at the convention of inn 
keepers. Kemmons Wilson of 
Memphis, a former home build- 
er who now is board chairman 
of the inn corporation, and Wal- 
lace E. Johnson, the chain's 
president, are expected to be 
among those attending here 
next Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday. 


The 10-acre establishment 


here has three one-story resi- 
demtial buildings, each 363 feet 
long, containing 50 units, each 
with bath; an administration 
and service building 146 feet 
long, and a gasoline service sta- 
tion leased to Mobil, and swim- 
ming pool. 

The administration and serv- 
ice building has a Schneithorst- 
operated restaurant and coffee 
shop to seat 132 persons, a 
cocktail lounge, a gift shop, and 
a spacious hotel-like lounge 
area. At one end of this struc- 
ture a 36 by 42-foot patio over- 
looks the swimming pool. 


There also is a 70 by 40-foot 
air-conditioned banquet hall 
and meeting room building, 
which seats about 275 persons, 
connected to the administration 
building. The dining service is

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Tools for 
A Big Job 


Tin cans and rubber balls, 
children’s playthings, are .do- 
ing a man-sized job in connec 
tion with the construction of 
the Chase Hotel's new $2,000,- 
000 ballroom and exposition 
hall. The cans and balls, to- 
gether, are being used as matrix 
material to get 30,000 two-inch 
diameter holes into the thin- 
shell concrete ceiling as a mat- 
engineering. 

Using such items to do the 
job was an idea of Harold Kop- 
lar, president of the hotel, who, 
being a registered architect as 
well, is more than normally as- 
sociated with the designing and 
construction procedure. 

This procedure in acoustical 
engineering is only one of sev- 
eral innovations in construction 
procedure on this job. The use 
of a concrete handling system 
in this area for the first time 
was reported earlier in this 
section of the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The acoustical contruction 
technique, said a spokesman for 
Koplar, has never been used 
before anywhere. It calls for 
perforation of the concrete in 
the ceiling so that acoustical 
materials can be installed be- 
tween the ceiling and the pro- 
tective roof covering. 

Normally No Provision. 

“Normally, thin-shell ceilings 
have no provisions for acousti- 
cal materials, other than what 
might be fixed to the undgrside 
of the ceiling, such as tite-and 
plaster,” Koplar said. “As far 
as we are able to ascertain,only 
two thin-shell acoustical ceilings 
have ever been constructed, and 
both of these are in Europe. 
The technique for the acoustical 
ceiling as developed here has 
never been used before.” 

To utilize the new thin-shell 
ceiling and, at the same-time, 
insure the best acoustics,-Kop- 
lar modified the ceilin de- 
veloping the procedum for 
perforating the concrete. 

This is what was done: The 


engenmens 112-foot by 156-foot ceiling was 


poured in three sections. Onto 


, the top of the concrete forms 


for the ceiling were nailed 10.- 
000 halves of two-inch rubber 
Workmen fitted 10,000 
tin cans, two-inches in digmeter 
and three-inches in dept onto 
the rubber balls. 

The halves of rubber balls 
were used to hold the open 
bottom ends of the cans in 
proper location and to help pre- 
vent the weight of concrete mix 
from crushing the open ends of 
the cans out of shape as the 
pour was put down, cans 
were held down from top 
by two-by-four strips of wood, 
wired in position. 

Concrete then was poured 
and vibrated around the tin 
cans and allowed to set. When 
the concrete had set, the wood 
was removed, exposing the 
closed end top of ‘the tin can. 
The end of the can then was 
cut out. When the concrete forms 
underneath the ceiling were 
dropped, the rubber balls came 
out of the cans and down with 
the forms, leaving a twWé-inch 
hole through the three-inch 
thick concrete in 30,000 places, 

Koplar explained that thin- 
shell ceilings, first used in 
South America and in Europe 

and now gaining in popularity 
in this country, permit construce 
tion of obstruction-free audi- 
toriums such as the ballroom 
of The Chase Hotel, and the 
Municipal Airport terminal. 

“We had to do something 
abdut the acoustics before we 
could use this new type ceiling,” 
Koplar said. “We developed 
this method of perforating the 
concrete so that fibre-glass 
could be installed to absorb 
low-frequency sounds.” 

Novel Visual Effect. 

Assisting Koplar in the de 
velopment of the new technique 
was Dr. Jerome R. Cox Jr 
assistant professor of electrical 
engineering at Washington Uni- 
versity and a member Of the 
research staff at Central Insti- 
tute for the Deaf. 

Dr. Cox stated that there are 
three factors involved in the 
acoustical treatment of the new 
es 

It will provide for a great- 
er heathen of low-frequency 
sounds than would be avaflable 
with the conventional thin-shell 
ceiling. 

2. The acoustical treatment 
has been integrated with the 
thermal insulation. 

3. The ceiling with its 30,000 
holes will provide a novel visual 
effect.

Recorded on Motion Picture Film 


sound-and-Color Project Is Designed t» 
Help Schools That Lack | 
Science Teachers. 


New York Times News Service 
NEW YORK, Feb. 16—A com- 
plete course in high school 
physics has been put on motion 
picture film, in sound and color. 
This is believed to be the 
first full-year course in this 
country to be made available 
on film. It was financed by a 
$500,000 grant from the Ford 
Foundation Fund for the Ad- | 
vancement of Education 

The project is designed to 
help schools that lack sicence 
teachers. For some time school 
administrators have complained 
that they have been unable to 
get enough chemistry or physics 
teachers. Many schools do not 
offer physics because they can- 
not get instructors. 

The course will consist of 81 
hours of films, divided into 162 
half-hour classes. The first 
half of the course has been 
completed; the rest will be 
ready on June 1. 

More than 500,000 feet of 
color film will be used to pho- 
tograph the course in a multi- 


ple-camera set-up in a Pitts- 
'burgh studio-classroom. The 
complete course will consists of 
more than 160,000 feet of fikn. 

Twelve communities in Wis- 
consin will offer the course on 
film in individual classrooms 
starting this fall. The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin's extension di- 
vision also plans to offer the 
course to adults 

Largest Single Project. 

The responsibility for putting 
the course on film was assigned 
by the fund to Encyclopedia 
Britannica Films, Wilmette, III. 
This organization also will han- 
dle the distribution. Company 
officials described the course 
as the largest single 16-milli- 
meter project ever attempted.

A five-day format, consisting 
of 30-minute lecture-demonstra- 
tions on Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday, plus half-hour lab- 
oratory sessions on Tuesday and 
Thursday, was established. The 
first lecture went before the 
cameras on Sept. 10. Dr. White 
has given a lecture on every 
school day since then. 

Hailed by Educators. 

Educators hailed the project 
as a means of stimulating in- 
terest in science. Less than 5 
per cent of high school stu- 
dents now study physics, com- 
pared with 20 per cent a half-

Lichens and Moss Provide Coverlets for Ozark 
Rocks, Lend Splotches of Color to Winter Scene

T THIS TIME OF YEAR, when most 
A of Missouri's blooming plants are 
dormant, hundreds of tiny lichens 
and patches of moss cling to rocks, form- 
ing contradictory carpets of rich green. 
In its minuteness, the lichen tells a 
microscopic story of nature’s way. It 
is a living combination of two forms of 
plant life, alga and fungus, each de- 
pendent on the other for survival. At 
first meeting, fungus envelops alga with 
protective covering in return for nour- 
ishment. Scientists speculate that fun- 
gus may receive hormones from alga 
for Fs may ang 
oss is an entirely different group 
of plants. It is believed to have orig- 
inated from a now extinct ancient alga. 
Moss is most closely related to the fern 


family. In some parts of the world, 
when growing in bogs, the plant makes 
extensive deposits which fotm peat. 
Sphagnum, a moss variety, is! used to- 
day by florists for protecting flowers in 
shipment. 

Until recent years, when they be- 
came scarce, lichens found on islands off 
the coast of Lower California were har- 
vested for dyes used in litmus paper. 
Able also to grow under severe weather 
conditions, the plants have been found 
on rims of mountains in the South Pole

NQUALIFIED TREE “SPECIALISTS” have been active in the St. Louis 

UJ area in a manner that concerns the Better Business Bureau. Many 
sound trees—some of them upwards of 50 years in age—are being 

butchered by untrained trimmers. One estimate places the man- wrought 
damage at many thousands of dollars. The aesthetic loss is immeasurable 
—and irreplaceable. 

Some specimens, like Chinese elms, have the resiliency to survive the 
slashing saw and ax wounds. Others, like the sugar maples—trees which 
provide some of the richest autumn colors—in all probability will wither and 
die in from two to five years, according to experts. 

Harry W. Riehl, head of the Better Business Bureau, says there are three 
kinds of trimmers—‘the qualified tree surgeons, the amateurs who don't 
realize the damage they're inflicting, and the out-and-out swindlers."” Some 
of the latter, when they're not offering to trim trees, are ringing doorbells to 
inquire if home owners would like their trees sprayed—but instead of an 
insecticide ps | use drainings of crankcase oil, according to Riehl. 

“It's a commentary,” Riehl declares, “that otherwise staid and re- 
sponsible citizens will do business with they've never heard of and 
whom they don’t bother to investigate. It's an abnormal situation. The un- 
whore drouth, climaxed by the severe ice storm, has created more 

usiness than reputable firms can handle. As a result, home owners are 
turning to any Tom, Dick or that comes along.” 

Unlike many states, Missouri has no regulations that spell out the quali- 
canon 4 of a tree surgeon, but reputable concerns maintain high standards.

Unnecessary mutilation creates brush disposal problem 
in addition to the injuries it causes to trees. Because sev- 
eral communities forbid the burning of brush, the shorn 
branches must be hauled to distant dumps. Experts con- 
done heavy cutting back only if trees are severely dam- 
aged by storms. They say light heading back of branch 
tips will prevent most ice and wind injuries.

immediate peace talks between France and Algerian rebel 
leaders. Syria, which is co-operating closely with Soviet 
Russia, called on France to grant immediate national sover- 
ory and a to Algeria. 

ristling with determination never to abandon Algeria, 
French Foreign Minister Christian Pineau insisted the fate of 
Algeria was strictly an internal matter, outside U.N. jurisdic- 
tion. He said France would not be bound by any U.N. reso- 
lution, nor negotiate with the rebels without a cease - fire. 

France has made a counteroffer to Algeria of greater au- 

tonomy within a French commonwealth, educational, eco- 
nomic, social and agricultural reforms, and a partnership in 
developing the untouched resources of the Sahara.

ISELE MacKENZIE is known in the trade as The Girl Whe Can Do Anything, 
meaning that she sings, pleys the violin and piano, dances and acts [in drama 


and comedy.) What's more te the poinf, 
she is prety, famous, fairly rich, and 
unmarried. 

For four years Miss MacKenzie has 
been one of the brightest assets of

With Benny on a tele- 
vision program in January, 1955, she 
demonstrated that she could hold her 
own in comedy with the best dead-pan 
comic in America.

Almost daily we read in the newspapers of 
America’s great prosperity, the unparal- 
leled richness of life of our people. The 
nation’s natural resources, of course, have 
helped make this possible. Yet our greatest 
resource of all has been the spirit of the 
people themselves. 

Without their traditional enterprise, ini- 
tiative and ingenuity, our physical. re- 
sources would lie unused. Basically, | 
believe, America has been made great by 
great Americans. And one who, to me, 
typifies those qualities which have con- 
tributed immeasurably to our present well- 
being is the man whose 110th birthday we 
observed last Monday, Thomas Alva 
Edison. 

The great inventor, who had but three 
months of formal education in his life, 
developed his native ingenuity to give us 
many benefits which today we take for 
granted. Among his inventions are the 
phonograph, the motion-picture camera 
and the incandescent lamp. During his 
long life, which ended in 1931, he was 
granted more than 1,000 patents: His 
patience was endless. 


I saw much of Edison during the first | 
World War. He was an intimate friend of 


my brother, Peter Cooper Hewitt, and 
often visited him in my brother's labora- 
tory. | remember one afternoon wheneny 
brother showed him a mercury vapor tube 
which he was experimenting with. The 
tube showed streaks in the light column 
which my brother could not account for. 


Edison studied the tube intently, then 
made a remark which has always stuck in 
my memory: “Cooper, I don’t want to in- 
terfere with any of your inventions or give 
you any aid, but I can give you some very 
good advice. When you see something 
which you can’t understand and no one 
knows anything about, that is the place to 
look for a real invention.” 

My brother sat down with his problem, 
then went on to solve it. The eventual re- 
sult was the fluorescent lamp. 


We're Still individuals 


Today,. of course, most inventions as 
well as other progress are the results of 
teamwork or groups aiming toward a com- 
mon goal. The lone inventor is largely of 
the past. Yet though most of us now tend 
to work in groups rather than as lone 
wolves, we remain individual human be- 
ings. And so I feel there is much in the 
advice Edison gave my brother which we 
can apply to ourselves. 

When we have any problem, I believe 
we can profit by adopting something of 
Edison’s own method of inventing. Instead 
of turning to others for a solution, best 
resutts often come by quietly sitting down 
alone and patiently thinking the problem 
out. Eventually the answer comes. And 
when it does, any of us can have the same 
valuable sense of accomplishment which to 
Edison came many times—the knowledge 
that a difficult, perhaps seemingly impos- 
sible, task has been well done. 6

EDITOR’S NOTE: Though Russia has tightened its grip on 
the satellite nations, everywhere the Underground fights 
on. Of all its dedicated and vigorous men and women, none 
have received less notice or more richly earned applause 
than the couriers — those who go on foot, defying weather, 
terrain, Red guns and barbed wire, to carry the messages 
and seemingly small items that are essential to Under- 
ground operations. Here PARADE brings you the story of two 
Slovak couriers. Except for names and places, the story 
is completely and hair-raisingly true.

Gen. Karol Bernolak, with the Russian Occupation 
Army in Czechoslovakia, turned on a broadcast 
from a secret Underground station. “Secret Red 
agents are among you,” the speaker said. “The secret 
police have completed training 20,000 agents 
provocateurs, dedicated to the destruction of the 
Underground.” 

General Bernolak smiled with satisfaction. It was 
he, a secret anti-Communist, who had supplied this 
vital information to the Underground.

Jan Tilka‘’s Story 


Jan Tilka, a former law student, was picked for 
the dangerous assignment. Here, paraphrased, is Jan’s 
account of how he handled it: 

“I set out by train to Bratislava, then hiked five 
miles to my first contact—-a farmhouse. Agent 
670-Z opened the door at my knock. I was expected. 
That night he guided me through a forest to my next 
contact, Agent 2K-80. We met near the Morava 
River, known as the ‘graveyard of couriers.’ 

“My friend took a small rubber boat from a pack 
on his back and inflated it with a gas bomb. In the 
river, we paddled slowly. But the Red guards sensed 
movement. Suddenly a searchlight sprang up and 
swept the embankment toward which we headed. 

“As we reached the shore, the light passed again. 
My friend whipped out his gun and fired two signal 
shots. Like magic the air was filled with a fusillade: 
guerrillas, alerted by the signal, were firing at the 
searchlight. Abruptly it went out. 

“We had only seconds before the guards could 
sound a general alarm. We were already running... 

“As dawn loomed, I changed into an Austrian-

dent, met my contact and obtained the promised 
radio tubes. With my precious parcel packed into a 
worker's kit, my hair dyed black, and wearing glasses, 
[ started back. 

“Agent 2K-80 met me again. It was raining in tor- 
rents. He warned that the Morava was flooding. 

“When we set our boat in the raging current, we 
were instantly swept downstream. Tree trunks came 
at us in the darkness and whirlpools spun us around 
crazily. When we were thrown up on the opposite 
bank, we had no idea where we were. 

“We crawled up the bank. There was a shout: 
‘Halt, or I shoot!’ A Red guard. I called, ‘Don’t shoot. 
We will give up.’ As the guard hesitated, we dove 
through some bushes and started running. 

“Rockets bégan to burst around us, making day- 
light in the forest. A general alarm was out. We 
came to a road and decided to chance a crossing. 
Something struck my leg; after half a mile or so, | 
collapsed. I had been hit by a random bullet. 

“I begged 2K-80 to take the tubes and run for 
safety. He refused to leave me to certain death. Put- 
ting an arm around me, he half carried me. Our faces 
were scratched and bleeding, our clothes torn, our 
shoes cut and soaked — mine with blood. After 
three days of this hell, we reached a hideout. 

“2K-80 left me then and I completed the journey 
with the help of guerrillas. But” — and here Jan 
Tilka shrugs — “the underground radio remained 
silent. The station battery was dead.” 

Frederic Mikalas was chosen to get the battery 
recharged. He had been receiving treatment from a 
dentist, but the mission was so urgent that he set out 
with six temporary fillings. To reach Sabinov, the 
nearest point at which a battery could be recharged, 
Frederic had to swim the Torysa River. At Sabinov, 
he took the battery to a garage. The mechanic was 
suspicious: the battery was German-made. “I bought

battery,” Frederic explained. 

The next morning he got the battery back, packed 
it in his kit and started for the forest. Soon he rea- 
lized two men were following him — secret police.

Here is Frederic’s story of his return trip: 

“I began running with the two secret policemen 
close behind.

After hours of running and 
hiding in underbrush, I tumbled into the cave. 

“The aréa was thick with patrols. So I wrapped 
myself in a blanket and went to sleep.

“I was awakened by excruciating pain in my 
mouth. The raw nerves of my teeth were shooting 
pain through my entire body. Surely this ordeal will 
be over soon, I thought. But the patrols did not go 
away. Meanwhile the pain nearly drove me out of 
my mind. And it had begun to snow... 

“It must have been the fourth day, I can never be 
sure, that I knew I could stand the pain no longer. 
Calmly I took out my pocket knife and cut and 
pried until I had removed four teeth. The pain of 
the operation was less than the pain of the throbbing. 
I packed snow in my mouth to stop the bleeding, 
and staggered out of the cave. I was so weak from 
pain and hunger that many times I fell down. Finally 
I reached the river. 

“Ice had formed while I had been hiding. I crept 
out until it broke under me. I balanced the knapsack 
on a cake of ice, pushing it ahead as I swam. 

“Sharp pieces of ice stabbed me. Then I began to 
feel warm and sleepy. That is the danger point. That 
is death creeping upon you... 

“I can’t tell you how I swam that river. Once shots 
were fired from the shore behind me. Then I came 
to the other side. Slowly, numbly, I pulled myself out. 

“I peeled off my wet clothes and somehow wrung 
the.water from them. As I struggled back into them, 
they froze into boards. Again I started running. 

“Daybreak found me near a small railway station. 
It was impossible to resist the warmth of the big 
stove. Staggering in, I fell into an exhausted sleep, 
the knapsack with the battery beneath my head. 
Workers began to arrive at the station, but no one 
disturbed the ragged, half-frozen man collapsed near 
the stove. Such sights are too common behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

“When at last my train arrived, I boarded it. By 
day’s end I had delivered the battery. Then a doctor 
was Called and I received medical attention.”

ARDLY ANYONE congratulated pert, 

H pretty Mrs. Janet Dailey when 

she announced that she is going 

to have a baby next June. Even her strap- 

ping, handsome husband, Jim, cannot 

feign the enthusiasm of an “expectant 
father.” 

For the Daileys, an average, healthy- 
looking couple here, know they carr) 
death in their genes — in the form of a 
disease called cystic fibrosis. Probably 
you've never heard of C/F. The Daileys 
have. 

About three years ago they lost the! 
first child to C/F: blond Mark Jonathan, 
a beautiful baby who lived only 16 months 
Now the Daileys know the chances are one 
in four that their next baby also will have 
fatal C/ F. (There are families in the U.S 
with two, three, four or more C/F young- 
Sters.) They know, too, that the dread 
disease strikes about 7,000 newborn U.S 
infants yearly; most of whom will die be- 
fore the age of 3. 

No wonder Jim Dailey says with a 
forced smile, “With us, it’s like Russian 
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fibrosis party in West Hartford. Main hope for thousands of such youngsters is better care—and more research 


Roulette. Maybe this time the trigger will 
click on an empty chamber.” 

That statement glosses over a lot about 
Jim and Janet Dailey — their desperate 
battle to save baby Mark’s life and their 
successful effort to spark a state-wide as- 
sociation to wage war on C/F, with all 
the hope this has brought other C/ F fam- 
ilies in Connecticut and elsewhere. 

The disease, which kills by affecting the 
pancreas and lungs, has baffled doctors 
since 1938. That year it first was sorted 
out of a maze of similar, mysterious con- 
ditions. 


Mucus Is the Villain 


But even today most doctors fail to 
recognize it, partly because C/F masks 
itself as bronchitis, pneumonia, asthma, 
even stomach trouble. As a result, thou- 
sands of cases are undiagnosed, many 
others are diagnosed incorrectly. Yet, with 
its estimated incidence of 7,000 annually. 
it kills far more often than polio, which 
averaged an annual death toll before the 
Salk vaccine of roughly 1,000-3,500. 

Typically, C/F strikes the child via his 


pancreas. Thick mucus prevents the neces- 
sary chemicals from reaching the digestive 
tract. Thus the C/F child eats voraciously, 
but cannot digest his food properly. He 
fails to gain weight, has frequent and ab- 
normal bowel movements. But C/F does 
not stop there. Other mucus glands are 
affected. Sticky, sirupy, mucus clogs the 
lungs and breathing passages. This in turn 
leads to permanent damage of the lung — 
and death. 

Exactly why this happens, doctors do 
not know. They do know C/F is passed 
from healthy parents to child. And that it 
is not a “catchine” disease. But once it 
strikes, most C/F children present a pa- 
thetic picture of agony, hacking and 
wheezing until they lapse into coma. 
(There are a few mild cases who have sur- 
vived their teens and reached adulthood. ) 

Treatment is aimed at keeping the child 
comfortable and trying to improve his 
digestion. Antibiotics are given to try to 
control lung complications, usually the 
final cause of death. But drugs have pro- 
longed the lives of some C/F patients. 

Generally, that’s how it was with Mark 


Jonathan Dailey. When he was born at 
Hartford Hospital, the doctor announced 
to Jim Dailey, then a $60-a-week clerk: 
“Your son’ weighs 8 pounds, 1112 ounces. 
He has red hair, dark blue eyes and, oh 
yes, nice dimples, too...” 

“We were thrilled,” Jim recalls 

But trouble began when the Daileys 
brought Mark home. He couldn't seem to 
eat. And at 3 weeks he started his lifelong 
series of coughing spells. When the baby 
first threw up, Janet called the doctor. 

Well, Mark has a lot of mucus, said the 
doctor. He changed the formula, reassured 
Janet and left. 

But Mark got worse. He couldn't keep 
even water down. “Keep after him. Keep 
trying to feed him,” the doctor said. But 
it didn’t work. The Daileys called in an- 
other specialist. He advised that Mark be 
taken to a hospital. Two weeks went by. 
The baby was discharged, seemingly im- 


proved. 


But still, Janet recalls, “although Mark 
ate like a horse, he didn’t put on weight 
as a normal baby would.” 

His chest kept filling with mucus and

the cough continued. At one point the doctor 
said it might be an allergy. Later, he suggested 
that it was a form of pneumonia. 

Finally, the doctor urged the deeply worried 
parents that they take the baby to the Yale 
Clinic, New Haven, Conn. It was there that the 
Daileys first heard the words, cystic fibrosis. 
Hedging a bit, the examining doctor finally said, 
“Either they outgrow it, or...” 

“Do you mean it’s fatal?” Janet asked. 

“Yes,” the doctor replied gently. 

Janet stood trembling. She wanted to scream, 
but she couldn’t. Then she thought, “My baby 
will be the exception. He'll outgrow it. He'll 
live.” 

Jim Dailey began to commute between his 
home (near Hartford) and New Haven to see 
Mark Jonathan. He bought books about the 
digestive system to read on the train. But none 
of them said much about cystic fibrosis. 

After 19 days at the Yale Clinic, the Daileys 
took their son home. Again, he seemed im- 
proved. He had gained weight and his chest 
seemed clear of congestion. 

“We started to have a normal baby,” says 
Jim. “We took him outdoors in the carriage. He 
began to sleep all night — without coughing. 
This idea that he was going to die, we just 
couldn't believe it.” 

The Daileys — and their son — had a won- 
derful summer in 1953. But with September, 
Mark started to cough again. Janet began to live 
in dread of the darkness, when she would lie 
awake listening to Mark coughing, fighting for 
every breath. 

Mark clung tenaciously to life until January 
3, 1954. Late that day he went into convulsions.

His face turned blue. He gasped for breath. 
And Janet began to break down. When Jim 

got home from work, all he could say to his wife 

was, “Take it easy, honey, don’t let go...” 

Jim telephoned a doctor, but the doctor called 
the case hopeless. Jim ran back to the baby’s 
room. Mark’s temperature had soared to 108. 
Mucus oozed from his nose. Jim refused to give 
up. He got ice cubes and a bowl, and all night 
they packed ice around the dying baby. (Weeks 
earlier, Jim had taken pictures of little Mark. 
“I'd at least like to have pictures to remember 
him by,” Janet had said. ) 


“He's Gone, Jim” 


Still trying, they called hospitals in Hartford, 
even Boston, for help. But there was nothing 
they could do. Then Jim left his son’s room to 
get some clean sheets. When he returned, Janet 
was holding the baby in her arms and sobbing. 

“He’s gone, Jim. He’s gone. He’s dead. Mark 
is gone.” 

Jim could no longer hold back; he, too, brdke 
down. One thought kept running through his 
mind, “Why, why did he have to suffer so?.. .” 

In his short life of 16 months, Mark had been 
hospitalized 10 weeks. “He lived in choking 
agony as his parents watched him waste away. 
C/F had claimed their child, drained their 
$3,000 savings. But shortly the Daileys began 
to develop an almost fanatic determination to 
fight back against the killer. 

Spurred by this ‘desire, the Daileys almost 
singlehandedly started the Children’s Cystic Fi- 
brosis Association of Connecticut. The organi- 
zation sparked the first state legislation any- 
where in the U.S. to extend financial aid to 
parents of afflicted youngsters. 

The wheels began turning when Janet heard 
about another mother who had lost her child to 
C/F. Janet wrote her a letter, gradually learned 
about 20 other C/F parents. One day Jim said: 
“Let’s get parents together and really try to do 
something about C/F.” 

He hit on the idea of an association. Janet 
bought a portable typewriter and wrote to Con- 
necticut hospitals seeking names and addresses 
of C/F families. 

In November and December, 1954, the Con- 

necticut association was organized. Its first presi- 
dent was Jim Dailey; its corresponding secretary, 
Janet Dailey. 
A pioneer grassroots movement had begun. It 
anticipated the formation in December, 1955, of 
the National Cystic Fibrosis Research Founda- 
tion, with 40 state chapters now set up or in the 
making. 

The small Connecticut parents’ group knew

that research was important, but they decided to 
turn first to the question of financial aid to C/F 
families. One was spending $35 a week on 
drugs; another, $55 weekly; a third had just been 
hit with a $1,300 drug and hospital bill. 

So the Daileys and other association mem- 
bers rolled up their sleeves. They wrote letters to 
legislators. They visited them. They put on an 
educational campaign to tell people what C/ F is. 

As a result, Connecticut Senate Bill 1259 — 
“An appropriation to the state department of 
health in the amount of $25,000 for relief of 
children suffering from cystic fibrosis” — was 
passed effective July 1, 1955. 

But the Connecticut parents haven’t stopped 
there. Some of their other achievements: 

e A plan has gone into effect whereby C/F 
parents get required drugs at wholesale prices. 

e Two fund drives have brought $18,000, 
part of which has been used to finance new re- 
search at Yale University’s School of Medicine. 

© Local women’s and labor organizations 
have raised funds to buy aerosol and oxygen 
machines, and the association has sparked a C/F 
education program among Connecticut doctors. 

As for the Daileys, they’re far from the de- 
pressed couple they were that January day just 
three years ago. First, they’re too busy. They 
both have jobs and devote every spare moment 
to C/F Association affairs. 


“We Can’‘t Just Stand By”’ 


Another fund drive is coming up. The Daileys 
know perhaps better than anyone else that years 
of research must be financed before there is even 
a glimmer of hope for the thousands of C/F 
children today written off as hopeless. And what 
about their families? Janet Dailey hears from 
them constantly — in letters from all over the 
U.S. 

Of them, Jim Dailey says with understand- 
able emotion, “Society as a whole should give 
them an assist. We can’t just stand by and let 
these poor kids suffer as Mark did.” 

And Janet adds, “There was nothing that 
could have saved Mark. But that experience 
made us resolve to fight C/F with every ounce 
of our strength.” 

Her words of defiance are mixed with anxiety 
— for the baby she will give birth to in June. 

“We know we're gambling,” she admits. “Per- 
haps, as some of our friends have said, we're 
foolish.” 

But the Daileys want a family. Today, their 
courage is tempered only by hope. For they feel 
that “regardless of how it turns out, this little 
baby will look like a tube of toothpaste. We'll 
squeeze him and hug him all day long!” *

From Holly- 
wood, Milwaukee, Philadelphia, Miami 
Beach and Bedford, England, have 
emerged new developments or rulings 
about this heady social cistom. 

The flurry of public attention 
prompted an investigation to find out 
exactly how we stand today on the kiss. 
Herewith the results: 

The younger set. Kissing is on a sig- 
nificant upswing here, according to a 
new survey of 3,123 10-to-17-year-olds 
by the Youth Research Institute. Says 
Lester Rand, Institute president: 

e Nearly 80 per cent of the 10-to-13 
age group play kissing games at parties 
and see nothing wrong in them. As re- 
cently as five years ago, a similar In- 


~ stitute survey revealed that only about 


60 per cent approved. 

e Fully 89 per cent of all girls feel they 
must kiss to be dated, and most of these 
scoff at the taboos and restraints of a 
generation ago. 

e Of boys who date regularly, 81 per 
cent claim they have little trouble ob- 
taining a kiss. 

© Movie theaters are the most popular 
areas for the pastime, with automobiles 
second. 

Rand notes that girls now tend to 
take the initiative in kissing matters. 
“The age of the demure, shy young 
maiden is gone,” he declares. Adds a 
New York psychologist: “A kiss is be- 
coming standardized procedure. 
Among young people, it is becoming no 
more important than a handshake.” 


Medicine and Law 


Medical research. If both parties are 
free of infection, kissers needn't fear 
disease germs. Bacteriologist Arthur H. 
Bryan had subjects press their lips to 
plates spread with a nutrient substance. 
His conclusion, published in the jour- 
nal, Drug and Cosmetic Industry, is that 
bacteria are transferred during a kiss — 
but 95 per cent are not of the disease- 
producing variety.

Legal rulings. In England, a kiss of 
unusual duration planted on an unwill- 
ing victim doesn’t necessarily mean jail. 
A prosecutor in Bedford charged that 
Thomas Lewis, 24, put his arms around 
18-year-old Alice Bull’s waist and 
bussed her soundly for two and a half 
hours. All he did was kiss. A jury ac- 
quitted him of assault. 

In Pennsylvania, the Supreme Court 
ruled that a woman kisses a man in a 
moving vehicle at her own risk. Alex 
Wargo of McKeesport drove his car 
into a telegraph pole after he and Mary 
Lyons kissed. Miss Lyons subsequently 
sued him for damages. The court held 
that Wargo was negligent, but that the 
girl helped cause the accident. She didn’t 
collect. 

In Florida, it seems a man may kiss 
his wife so long as he admits who he is. 
When a Miami Beach cop spotted New 
York Yankee pitcher Mickey McDer- 
mott bussing Mrs. McDermott in a 
parked car late at night, he asked for 
identification. McDermott refused, was 
booked for disorderly conduct. 

Kissing in public (foreign). In Swe- 
den, a young sailor strolled down a 
Stockholm street with his arm around a 
pretty girl. At a corner, he kissed her in 
view of a passing motorist. The latter 
told police, who arrested the couple. 
The judge ruled them guilty of “ob- 
noxious behavior repulsive to public 
morals.” The sailor paid a fine. 

In Colombia, a U.S. resident of 
Bogota narrowly escaped a jail term for 
the same offense. When his fiancee ar- 
rived at Cartagena aboard a liner, he 
greeted her with a kiss and was instantly 
put under arrest. Fast talking got him 
off with a 20-peso ($8) fine. 

Kissing in public (domestic). In some 
commuting towns, goodbye kisses are 
adding to the traffic problem. Village 
trustee William H. Frost of Pelham, 
N.Y., says the long kisses husbands give 
wives are Causing serious traffic snarls 


around the depot. He issued a plea for 
briefer ones. 


The goodnight kiss has started a stew 
at Marquette University in Milwaukee. 
After repeated complaints by neigh- 
bors, Mrs. Mabel McElligott, dean of 
women, issued a stern warning to 
coeds: no more kissing dates goodnight 
outside the women’s residence halls. 
Violators, she said, would be restricted 
to campus for a week end. 

In Philadelphia, a propogal was made 
for a “kissing room” at International 
Airport for couples who “need privacy 
for their goodbyes.” Unfortunately for 
such couples, the City Council killed it. 


Movies and the Church 


Censorship. The movie industry's 
self-censoring organization, the Motion 
Picture Association of America, re- 
cently revised its standards for the first 
time since 1930. The new rules prohibit 
the showing of “open mouth kissing.” 
The old ones merely mentioned “exces- 
sive and lustful kissing.” 

Incidentally, do you know the time 
limit on a screen kiss? The unofficial 
record is one minute, 52 seconds (par- 
ticipants: Trevor Howard and Kerima 
in Outcast of the Islands). But actually 
there's’ no limit. The guide, says an 
MPA spokesman, is “plain common 
sense and good judgment.” Are you 
surprised? 

Religious ruling. An lWtalian priest 
asked the Catholic magazine, La Pales- 
tra del Clero, for help in a situation 
involving a 15-year-old boy. The youth 
had kissed a girl and the priest felt he 
had commited a mortal, or deadly, sin. 
The boy had gone to another priest, 
who called the kiss a venial, or slight, 
sin. 

A few weeks ago the answer came, 
citing Church documents going back to 
the 14th century. A kiss between young 
lovers, if it is just a manifestation of 
affection, is only a venial sin. 

And that's the latest information on 
the eternally intriguing subject of the 
human kiss. From this point, you're on 
your own.

GIRLS IN A HURRY 


by JOHN DEVANEY 


PLAINVIEW, TEX. 
Few teams in sports history have come home 
in triumph as grandly as the Wayland Col- 
lege girls’ basketball team last March. While 
hundreds whooped and waved at the airport 
here, the girls — returning after winning the 
National AAU championship — were flown 
overhead in a tight formation of nine private 
planes. 

This city’s 18,000 citizens weren't too sur- 
prised at the planes or the victory. For years, 
a fleet of private aircraft has been whisking 


the Wayland team and its supporters around 
the country. And for years Wayland has been 
winning; at mid-season this year, the girls had 
stretched their three-year streak to 80 games, 
just 22 short of the record. 

Next month they defend their AAU title 
at St. Joseph, Mo. If Wayland wins, it will 
be the team’s fourth straight championship 
— an unprecedented feat. 

What makes it even more remarkable |s 
that the champions represent a college. For 
years, women’s AAU basketball has been

a unit indefinitely. This is perfectly legal 
under AAU rules; but the colleges, under 
collegiate regulations, can offer only scholar- 
ships and must limit playing to four years. 
As a result, little Wayland (enrollment 524) 
long was outclassed in AAU tournaments. 

Then along came Claude Hutcherson. A 
Wayland alumnus and a wealthy private- 
airplane dealer here, Hutcherson decided in 
1949 that his school should have the nation’s 
best girls’ basketball team. To let the country 
know about Wayland (and give airplane sales 
a boost), Hutcherson began flying the girls 
(and fans) from coast to coast in his own 
private planes, meeting any and all opponents. 

Air-minded young ladies with a flair for 
basketball began flooding the school with 
applications. Today about 500 a year apply 
— and three or four make the squad. 

By 1954, Hutcherson’s zeal had paid off. 
Wayland took the AAU crown from the 
Hanes Hosiery Co. of Winston-Salem, N.C., 
and has held it ever since. 


What It Costs 


Partial reward for his labors came when 
the team was renamed Hutcherson’s Flying 
Queens of Wayland Baptist College. But the 
cost has been high. Besides transporting the 
team, he buys uniforms and equipment, pays 
all hotel and restaurant bills when the team 
is traveling, chips in for scholarships. At 
regular intervals, he treats the girls to new 
hairdos by one of the nation’s top 10 hair- 
dressers. (“I like the girls to look nice when 
they have their pictures taken,” he says.) 
All told, he estimates, the Flying Queens cost 
him close to $30,000 a year. 

But money alone, says Hutcherson, is not 
the only reason for the Queens’ success. “We 
are the first and only team,” he says, “to use 
the fast break in girls’ basketball. The game 
always has been slow because — by AAU 
rules — only four of a team’s six players 
can handle the ball in the opponents’ ter- 
ritory; also a girl can dribble the ball only 
three times. But when we get the ball, two 
girls rush it down-court by passing it between 
them like a hot potato. A few other teams 
have tried this fast break, but they nearly 
always throw the ball away.” 

The Queens’ passing now is so slick, in fact, 
that they put on a ball-handling exhibition 
before every game. “The girls pass the ball 
behind their backs and do other stunts,” says 
Hutcherson, “almost as well as the Harlem 
Globetrotters.”

How would the champions make out in 
a game against men? Says Coach Harley 
Redin (who also coaches Wayland’s so-so 
men’s team): “Our boys would beat the 
Queens easily, by at least 20 points. But I 
will say this: our girls can shoot as accu- 
rately as most men players.” 

Redin’s headaches, he says, come between 
games, not during them. “For some reason,” 
he explains, “girls tend to loaf more in prac- 
tice than men. On the other hand, where a 
man sometimes will let up a little during a 
game, the girls never stop trying in competi- 
tion. I guess it’s because they have more 
nervous energy.” , 

The practice (two hours a day) and four- 
month schedule (most games are played on 
week ends) haven't hurt the girls’ studies, says 
Hutcherson. “This year’s team,” he says, 
“averages a high B. But that’s not surprising; 
six of the 13 players were valedictorians of 
their high-school graduating classes.” 

The girls, most of whom plan to teach 
physical education, haven't found that being 
champions makes them any more attractive 
to boys. Says co-captain Cookie Barron: 
“Girls may chase after men athletes but men 
don’t run after girl athletes. Around here, 
you're either the type of girl who gets dates 
or you're not.” 

But the girls do admit they get astonished 
stares when Hutcherson’s small armada de- 
scends on an airport. In Mexico City, Hutch- 
erson recalls, a young boy saw the fleet of 
planes circle the field and exclaimed: “Here 
comes the Mexican Air Force!” om

In the movie she also 
plays the cello. Gary Cooper plays the great 
international lover.” 


A New Career? 


Speaking of playing, all three stars took 
time out to form the cello “trio” that appears’ 
on today’s cover of PARADE. It was strictly an 
act of courtesy on their part, for which I was 
duly grateful. 

“It is an altogether charming picture,” 
Chevalier continued, smiling his famous 
smile, “and I hope my friends in America 
will like it. If they do, perhaps it wil] mean 
a whole new career for me.” 

A professional singer for the past 56 years, 
Maurice Chevalier meant only a name to 
most young Americans until his U.S. tele- 
vision debut last year. He appeared on two 
NBC spectaculars and also put on a one-man 
show for a limited run in New York. Public 
and critics welcomed him with genuine en- 
thusiasm. 

Chevalier will make another TV appear- 
ance March 6. He then plans to tour America,

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playing supper clubs and attending the pre- 
miere of Love in the Afternoon. 

“With a little luck,” he says, “1957 may be 
a good year for me in America. 

“You know,” he adds, “I wanted to come 
several years ago. But I had trouble with 
your State Department. They would not give 
me a visa. They asked me about that Stock- 
holm petition. You know, the peace thing. 
Did I sign it? Sure I signed it. If a man says 
do you believe in peace? and you say yes 
and he says O.K., Joe, sign here, and you 
sign, that doesn’t make you a Communist. 

“Chevalier a Communist? It is a thing to 
laugh. I always stay out of politics. 

“It is all over with. But for-a time I was 
hurt. Because if there is any country in the 
world I love besides France, it is America. 
It is your country that made me a movie star 
in 1928, in the 1930s. Until then I was strictly 
European. It is your Hollywood that made 
me international, and I love it.” 

How can a man of 68 show such energy, 
such vigor? Chevalier has his own formula. 

“There have been seven women in my 
life” — his ex-wife, Yvonne Vallee; the great 
French entertainer, Mistinguette; Marlene 
Dietrich, Kay Francis, Frehl, Nita Raya, 
Jacqueline Noelle — “and I have been able 
to walk away from all of them.

Then they quarreled and separated, and Chevalier mar- 
ried Yvonne Vallee, another dancer. “It didn’t work,” he 
Says, “and we got a divorce. But it was then I learned the 
great lesson of my life — an entertainer is married to his 
audience, not his wife. 

“A singer must ask himself, ‘With whom do I want to 
be a hit — my wife or my public?’ I have always chosen 
the public. That is my story.” «

The Rev. Maber also films baptisms. if 
he has married the parents, he adds the 
baby pictures to the wedding films.

An eye-opening report

Congressman-expert 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
If you live in an average community, your 
school-building program probably is in a 
mess. Chances are you don’t have enough 
classrooms, and the few under construc- 
tion seem to cost more than you expected. 

You're unhappy about it—and you 
should be. Few community problems affect 
you more directly than adequate schools. 
They affect your child’s welfare; they take 
the biggest bite out of local taxes. Yet in 
no other area is there such public con- 
fusion. 

I favor Federal aid to school construc- 
tion, but my purpose here isn’t to argue 
about that. My purpose is to warn you not 
to be lulled into thinking Federal money, 
if approved this time, will solve your 
school expansion problem. Over 180,000 
new classrooms are needed right now; 
another 210,000 are needed to keep up 
with future increased enrollment. The ma- 
jority of states are losing ground to the 
blossoming birth rate. 

And here’s what bothers me. The class- 
room shortage is being compounded by an 
appalling ignorance of how to build them. 
Too many communities, to cut costs and 
save time, are trying rash experiments. 

Last year in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., parents 
complained a new school with wide win- 
dows and no cellar was freezing the chil-

dren. A New England school eliminated 
the ventilation for its gym; during opening 
ceremonies, condensation formed on the 
ceiling and it rained on the audience. Viers 
Mill Village, Md., bought a prefabricated 
school on the theory it could be built 
cheaply in less time. It cost more to build, 
will cost more to maintain — and is only 
temporary. 

This prefab idea is the newest gimmick 
offered desperate communities. But every 
school site has its own grade or slope, its 
own soil condition or drainage, its distinc- 
tive utility connections, its own exposure 
to wind, heat, light. No plan will fit two 
sites without extensive — and expensive 
— changes. 

And there’s no such thing as “average 
classroom cost.” It costs more to shut out

the cold in Connecticut than in Texas. 
Materials and labor vary. What's high in 
Columbus, Ga., may be low in Chicago. 

Recently I checked on some low-cost 
schools going up across the country, and 
got pretty excited by what I discovered. 

e In Springfield, Ohio, architect Arsene 
Rousseau has turned out schools for $7 to 


$9 a square foot, a remarkably low figure. 


The Rousseau technique stresses simple 
design, high-quality materials — and no 
frills. 
Cost — and Safety 
@ In St. Louis, architect George Hell- 
muth has won awards for Riverview 
Gardens High School, which cost $10.85 


a square foot, several dollars under the 
local market. In his system, the interior 


walls support the building. Outside walls . 


are brick “curtain” walls, saving steel. 

© In Houston, Tex., architect Don 
Barthelme has built schools with slim 
marble panels in steel frames. Cost: $9 to 
$10 a square foot. 

More important than school cost, how- 
ever, is school safety. I'll bet you don’t 
know about the minimum standards de- 
manded by your building code or how 
well your children are protected. 

Until 1954, for example, people thought 
a one-story school of combustible con- 
struction was safe if it had enough exits. 
Then fire flashed through a one-story 
frame school in Cheektowaga, N.Y., a 
Buffalo suburb, killing 14 children. De- 
spite two large exits, the children were 
trapped inside. 

Additional exits might have saved more 
children. But are you willing to assume 
your child won’t panic? To me, it’s reck- 
less to base safety provisions on a child’s 
coolness and fleetness. 

Cutting school costs isn’t for amateurs. 
In wrong hands, it can be expensive, even 
dangerous. But you can get better, cheaper 
schools. Here’s what I recommend: 

Form a local School Improvement Com- 
mittee, including several local architects, 
builders and labor representatives. Select 
a subcommittee as a permanent advisory 
council to the school board. 

See to it that the council and the board 
plan a 10-year advance program of build- 
ing for your community. You can adjust 
targets from year’to year as needed. 

Insist on simple designs, elimination of 
frills and use of proven materials. 

Ask for regular appearances of local 
architects, builders, educators and labor 
leaders to explain school needs and plans. 

You may think this is a lot of trouble to 
go to just to get good schools. But remem- 
ber: it’s your pocketbook and your chil- 
dren's education at stake. If you shrug off 
your responsibilities to them, you'll forfeit 
the welfare of both. ra
